After a period of renovations and 
technology upgrading, Mansfield 
University's Memorial Hall has 
finally been reopened to the public. 
Residing in this building is the new 
Center for Lifelong Learning. 

For years now, this program has 
been reaching out to both the cam- 
pus and the community to assist in 
continued education. According to 
Susan Sweet, Division Director of 
the Center for Lifelong Learning, 
their mission is "to provide educa- 
tional opportunities for learners of 
all ages through credit and non- 
credit programming." 

Sweet says that the transition from 
Doane Center to Memorial 1 fall 
has gone smoothly. Many of the 
programs now offered were already 
in place before the move, so the 
main challenge was getting the new 
technology up and running. 

The Center for Lifelong Learning 
has many departments, one of the 
largest being its Information 
Technolog)' Center. With the com- 
pletion of the new facility also 
comes more technology on campus 
than ever seen before. 

Extensive technology has been 
placed in Memorial Hall, from all 
new computer labs to videoconfer- 
ence classrooms.

They describe the fancies 
that possess the human flesh as 
winter turns to spring such as 
drinking, dancing, eating, and 
carousing. Orff captures these 
unvarnished sentiments through 
pounding rhythms, rip-roaring 
sonorities, flowing melodies, and 
spine-tingling aural effects from the 
massed musical forces including a 



battery of percussion. .Students 
won’t want to miss singing the 
bawdy, rhythmic, and wild 
"Carmina Burana!"

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Qaeda

It's easy these days, perhaps even 
fashionable, to accuse the agents 
of al Qaeda ol just about every- 
thing. There is one thing, how- 
ever, that they are not guilty of. 
The al Qaeda aren't stupid. 
When your only weapon is a 
stick or spear, and the enemy is 
busy using laser-guided smart 
bombs to annihilate everything 
that moves, there is little sense 
in anything short of very com- 
plete, very total surrender. 

As one might easily imagine, 
terrorist prisoner camps in 
Afghanistan aren't the happiest 
places on earth. As far as prison- 
ers of war go, the al Qaeda have 
certainly demonstrated that they 
are among the surliest captives 
ever taken. Their November riot 
at Mazar-e-Sharif resulted in the 
first, and until a few days ago 



the only, U.S. casualty in 
Afghanistan. Nor do the prison- 
ers enjoy any added cheer at the 
fact that their confines are 
becoming increasingly crowded, 
as more and more of their com- 
rades join them in commiserat- 
ing that there are some wars that 
just can't be won. 

For the United States, the 
question now becomes, What to 
do with all those rowdy al Qaeda 
detainees?' Indeed, it's a ques- 
tion of paramount importance. 
Part of the answer is to ship 
2,000 of them to the United 
States Marine Base at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, with 
the blessings of Fidel Castro. 

For Fidel, the decision was an 
easy one. Cash-strapped Cuba 
desperately wants U.S. aid, and 
the rare instance of cooperation 
has even sparked renewed talk of 
lifting the United States' eco- 



nomic trade embargo against the 
island nation. 

No doubt, improved diplo- 
matic relations with our not-so- 
distant communist neighbor can 
only benefit both nations. Bur 
when it comes to Cuban prison- 
ers, the problem is that they 
don't always stay in Cuba. One 
can't help but to remember the 
Muriel boat lift of 1980. In an 
event that still defies any notion 
of a foolproof United States bor- 
der and immigration policy, 
Castro emptied his prisons of 
their most desperate criminals, 
unleashing them on the shores 
of South Florida. The movie 
"Scarfacc" grew out of that 
event. Hopefully, there will be 
no similar circumstances with 
the captured members of al 
Qaeda. Though it might be nice 
to see an aged Al Pacino playing 
an ex-terrorist turned cocaine 



kingpin in some future Brian 
DePalma film, the hisrory that 
would accompany it seems too 
unappetizing. 

The actual transporting of the 
captured al Qaeda operatives 
also has the potential to turn 
into the stuff of motion pictures. 
Flying the prisoners halfway 
around the world poses limitless 
dangers to military personnel. 
Keep in mind that it only took 
19 of them to simultaneously 
take out four commercial airlin- 
ers and turn them into flying 
warheads. Which is to say, 
imagine what a 15-hour 
transatlantic flight with 200 of 
them must be like. 

To this problem, military offi- 
cials have suggested that they 
might sedate the prisoners with 
Valium. If this is to be the solu- 
tion, one can only hope the gov- 
ernment-grade sedative will be 



given in large doses. Many of the 
prisoners are native to 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, two 
of the world's leading opium 
producers. There may indeed be 
the real risk that many of the 
prisoners have dabbled in the 
region's famous black tar heroin, 
developing a high tolerance to 
any depressants. My suggestion 
would be to go ahead and feed 
them copious amounts of animal 
tranquilizers. That might be the 
only way to ensure a safe and 
secure flight. 

Whatever the United States 
decides, the prisoners' arrival in 
Guantanamo Bay will likely be 
only the first step in the dramat- 
ic soap opera that will be the fate 
of those who did all those bad 
things on a Tuesday September 
morning, in a year we’ve fortu- 
nately now put behind us.

MU President John Halstead 
presented the graduates with their 
diplomas and encouraged them to 
face the future with perspective.

Dear "Confused" 

Different programs offer different degrees. The "B" stands for a Bachelor's 
Degree and tlie letter dial follows it tells what type of Bachelor's Degree the 
person is receiving. For example, a B. A. is a Bachelor of Arts, ITS. is a 
Bachelor of Science, B.F.A. is a Bachelor of Fine Arts. They have different 
requirements but they are all undergraduate degrees. 

Master's Degrees are advanced or graduate degrees which assist the stu- 
dent to concentrate his efforts in a specific area. For example, an M. A. is a 
Master of Arts, an M.S. is a Master of Science, an M.F.A. is a Master of Fine 
Arts. All degrees have specific requirements depending upon the institu- 
tion. Many schools require committee exams and a Thesis for completion 
but some do not. 

A PhD. and an Ed.D. are not the same degree. A Ph D. stands for a 
Doctor of Philosophy and an Ed.D. is a Doctor of Education. Both are high- 
ly advanced degrees in specific fields. The Ph D. is not a degree in the field 
of "philosophy" although it may look that way. It is an advanced degree in 
research. The requirements for the completion of a doctoral degree can be 
very different depending the school. Many Ph D. programs are more 



demanding than Ed.D. programs but some are not. Most institutions 
require extensive written examinations and an oral examination before var- 
ious committees once the course work is completed. Once these examina- 
tions are accepted by the committees, the dissertation process begins. The 
dissertation is a very lengthy research document which is almost always 
proceeded by a highly -detailed proposal. Dissertations often run from 200 
to -i(H) pages although they can easily extend to well over 1 .000 pages. Both 
the proposal and the dissertation are defended before committees. The dis- 
sertation is almost always defended publicly. These degrees cannot be 
"swapped". 

Once the dissertation is accepted by the committee and the degree is con- 
ferred. the person has the right to be addressed as "Dr." The term "pro- 
fessor" is generally used for individuals who teach at Colleges or 
Universities but do not have their doctorate degree. Some instructors who 
hold doctoral degrees may prefer the term "Professor" instead of "Dr." but 
only a person with an earned doctorate has the right to be addressed as 
"Dr." There are other doctoral degrees such as a Doctor of Medicine 
(M l).) and Doctor of Business Administration (D.B.A.). Most attorneys 
receive Doctors of Law upon the completion of Law School. 

If you want to know more, contact the Records Office or Registrar of any 
institution that you are thinking of attending. You will find specific infor- 
mation in their College catalog regarding the requirements for completion. 
Many doctoral institutions require committee interviews along with your 
GRE (Graduate Record Exam) scores to be considered for admission.

Wendy’s restaurants all over the 
United States are flying their flags 
at half-mast in honor of the man 
who made an impact on the lives of 
all he met. 

Dave Thomas, founder of 
Wendy's International, passed away 
on January 8, 2002, from cancer of 
the liver. He had a carcinoid (slow 
growing) tumor for more than a 
decade. 

Thomas was horn on July 2, 

1 932, in New Jersey. He was adopt- 
ed soon after his birth and his new- 
family took him to Kalamazoo, 
Mich. His new family often took 
him out to restaurants, and the 
young Thomas decided he would 
like to have his own restaurant 
someday. 

At the age of 12, Thomas began 
working to fulfill his dream. He 
dropped out of school at 15 to 
work in a family restaurant, think- 
ing that he could learn more from a 
"hands-on" atmosphere than from 
books and homework. Three years 
later, he joined the Army. 

When he returned from the 
Army, he met his future wife 
Lorraine. They were married in 
1954. 

In 1956, Thomas was given the 
opportunity to co-own a restau- 
rant. He jumped at the chance. 
After meeting Colonel Harlan 
Sanders, owner of Kentucky Fried 
Chicken, Thomas took over four 
failing KFC restaurants with the 
challenge to make them successful. 
He not only pulled the four restau- 
rants out of debt, he started four 
new KFC restaurants as well. At the 
age of 35, Thomas was a million- 
aire. 

Even though he had such a lucra- 
tive business in KFC, Thomas 
wanted to have his own hamburger 
restaurant. On November 15, 
1969, the first Wendy's restaurant 



was opened. The restaurant was 
named for his youngest daughter, 
Melinda Lou, who was nicknamed 
"Wendy” by her older brothers and 
sisters. The restaurant was fran- 
chised in 1973 and soon became 
popular all over the United States. 

In addition to managing the com- 
pany's affairs, Thomas found rime 
to devote to his second passion- 
adoption. As an adopted child him- 
self, Thomas fought relentlessly for 
a simplified adoption process that 
would allow children to be placed 
in their new homes quickly and 
without all the red tape that usual- 
ly accompanies adoption. In 1992, 
he founded the Dave Thomas 
Foundation for Adoption, a not- 
for-profit organization. Thomas 
donated the proceeds from his two 
books, Dave's Way (1991) and 
Well Done! (1994), to his founda- 
tion. 

Thomas earned his GET) from 
Coconut Creek Fligh School in Ft. 
Lauderdale in 1993. He was voted 
Most Likely to Succeed by his class- 
mates and attended the prom with 



his wide Lorraine, where they were 
voted King and Queen. 

Thomas was also a supporter of 
St. Jude Children’s Research 
Hospital, the Ohio State University 
Cancer Research Institute, 
Children's Home Society of 
Florida and the Children's Hospital 
in Memphis. In addition, he was 
the spokesperson for the White 
House Initiative on Adoption. 

T homas received virtually every 
restaurant industry award, as well 
as several Entrepreneur of the Year 
and Man of the Year awards. He 
has honorary degrees from Baylor, 
Duke and Clemson Universities. 
He also carried the Olympic Torch 
through Dublin, Ohio, in 1996. 

Thomas regarded his wife, five 
children and fourteen grandchil- 
dren as his most precious things in 
life. Fiven with all his success, he 
always took time to give back a lit- 
tle part of himself to the communi- 
ty. Thomas will he sadly missed by 
friends and family as well as by 
those who frequented his chain of 
Wendy's restaurants.

College students must plan to get enough sleep

While college students are busy 
earning degrees, gaining knowl- 
edge and finding direction, they 
may be losing something equally 
as valuable — sleep. 

As the semester cranks up, stu- 
dents begin adjusting to new class 
schedules and late-night hours. 

Erratic sleeping patterns are 
just one mark of the collegiate 
lifestyle. Many students consid- 
er themselves nocturnal and try 
to catch up on lost sleep during 
the day. 

A 1999 Cornell University study 
found that 81 percent of college 
students take at least one nap a 
week, and 17 percent nap daily. 

"Those 20-minute power naps 
do wonders for me," senior Julia 
Dees said. 

Dees, a varsity cheerleader at the 
University of Alabama, knows the 
rigors and time demands of a stu- 
dent-athlete's schedule. She said 
sometimes naps are her best 
chance to recover from lost sleep. 

Amy Principi, a sophomore and 
member of Alabama's dance 
team, said she averages about five- 
hours of sleep per night and rarely 
has time for naps. During basket- 
ball season, the dance team is 
present for all home games. 
Lately, the team has also been 
practicing daily for a national 
competition this month. 



"Even if I have nothing to do or 
study, I can't go to sleep before 
one or two in the morning," 
Prinicpi said. 

She said her busy schedule and 
habitual late nights often leave her 
feeling over-stimulated and 
unable to sleep. 

The American Association of 
Neurosurgical Nurses reported in 
August 2001 that short-term 
memory might actually be 
improved by sleep deprivation. 
The adverse effects, however, may 
outweigh any potential benefits. 

According to the British journal 
Occupational Environmental 
Medicine, sleep-deprived individ- 
uals can exhibit the same charac- 
teristics as people who are alcohol- 
impaired. Six hours of sleep or less 
can affect coordination, reaction 
time and judgment. 

The journal reported drivers 
who had been awake for 17 to 19 
hours had worse performances 
than those whose blood alcohol 
levels were 0.05 percent. In most 
states, levels at or above 0.08 to 
0.1 arc standards for drunk driv- 
ing. 

Other detrimental effects of 
sleep deprivation include higher 
levels of stress, anxiety and depres- 
sion. Extreme lack of sleep may 
even lead to hallucinatory behav- 
ior. 

Lesser consequences include 
feeling tired during the day, diffi- 



culty concentrating, and low ener- 
gy. College students sometimes 
fall asleep in class or study ineffec- 
tively as a result. 

Some students say they take caf- 
feine pills or drink excessive 
amounts of coffee to combat these 
symptoms, but experts warn they 
are only perpetuating the detri- 
mental cycle. In the end, caffeine 
and most other sleep aids have the 
effect of further disrupting a 
healthy sleeping pattern. 

I he web site Sleepnet.com offers 
several suggestions for establishing 
good sleep habits: 

* Keep regular hours — that is, 
go to bed and get up at the same 
times each day. 

* Stay away from caffeine, espe- 
cially later in the day or evening. 

* Establish bedtime routines, 
such as taking a bath. 

* Use the bed for sleeping 
only, not working or watching 
television. 

* Eat a light snack if you are 
hungry — don't go to bed on an 
empty stomach. 

* Stay away from "night caps." 
While they may help induce sleep 
initially, alcohol can wake you up 
through the night. 

Following these guidelines may 
be difficult, especially for busy - 
- and sometimes overwhelmed — 
college students. However, the 
benefits of getting more sleep 
may make the suggestions 



tempting to try. 

I'he sleep needs of adults do 
vary, but on average they should 
get eight hours per night. 
Extended periods of sleep dep- 
rivation can lead to the accu- 
mulation of "sleep debt," 
according to "The Promise of 
Sleep” by Christopher Vaughan. 

If a college student needs 
eight hours of sleep, but aver- 
ages only six per night for two 
weeks, then that person is 28 
hours in the hole. 

Vaughan's theory explains 
why a person can still be 
sleepy even if someone has 
slept 12 hours one night. 

Though the person made up 
for four hours of sleep in one 
night, he or she still needs 24 
hours to break even. 

Jamie Wilkes, a senior educa- 
tion major and coach of the 
University's junior varsity 
cheerleading squad, said she has 
seen evidence of this in her own 
experience with sleep depriva- 
tion.

MU investigates 
the possibility of 
food poisoning

While a majority of MU students 
were home enjoying a much 
needed break, construction crews 
and staff members of the Manser 
Dining Hall were working hard 
to improve the facility and the 
services that were to be offered 
for this spring semester. 

The building itself received the 
largest improvements. The entire 
lighting and roofing system in the 
main dining room and in the pro- 
duction facility were replaced, a 
task that has been under consid- 
eration for the last three years. 

The constant use of the dining 
services created problem with 
repairs because a project of that 
size takes time. 

Kerry McGuire, director of din- 
ning services, noted that the con- 
struction crews worked very hard, 
even on Christmas Eve and 
Christmas day, to ensure that the 
project would be done on time. 

Twice as many lighting units 
replaced the old lights in the 
kitchen, offices, and in the main 
dining hall. Also, an efficiency 
system replaced the lights located 
closest to the large windows in 
the main dining hall. These lights 
have an override control that 
detects the amount of sunlight 
coming in through the windows, 
thus, shutting off the lights on 
sunny days. 

McGuire noted that before the 
new lighting system was installed 
many students were concerned 
with the freshness and quality of 
the food products, a complaint 
that always concerns the dinning 
hall staff. Since the installation, 
McGuire said that many students 



have commented on how much 
fresher and brighter the food 
looks. 

"Drawing attention to what's 
different and drawing attention 
to what's new is one of the main 
marketing principles of presenta- 
tion," noted McGuire. 

Several changes were also made 
to the dinning services being 
offered this semester. Alterations 
in the menu have been made to 
offer more lean meats, more self- 
serve options, and a variety of 
healthier choices for students 
including vegetarians. 

A panini grill and waffle maker 
have been added to the main din- 
ing hall, along with many 
changes to the menus at the bak- 
ery and in the Mediterranean 
line. 

There is a new pizza station in 
the Mountie Den. That particular 
piece of equipment was actually 
purchased last semester, but has 
not been able to be utilized until 
now. McGuire noted that the 
new station is an "easier grab- 
and-go solution for the students." 

Power, wattage, finances, and 
space are some of the obstacles 
faced when making alterations to 
the services provided. Since these 
alterations are difficult to organ- 
ize, the staff of the dining servic- 
es is eager to hear students' 
response to the improvements 
made. 

Comments can be made on 
questionnaires available in the 
main dinning hall or filled out 
on-line at the dining services 
website. McGuire urges students 
to make comments, the staff is 
always eager to answer questions 
and receive feedback.

After eating at Manser Dining 
Hall recently, many students on 
campus have experienced food 
poisoning symptoms including 
nausea, vomiting, cramps, fever 
and chills. 

After receiving letters of com- 
plaint, Joseph Maresco, the Vice 
President of Student Affairs, 
which works closely with the 
food service contractor and over- 
sees the food service operation on 
campus, has stated that the cause 
of these symptoms is not due to 
the food at Manser. He said, 
"Although I certainly couldn't 
say what caused [the] internal 
distress, I do know that my office 
has been working closely with 
the health center staff as well as 
the food service staff to ensure 
that what is served in our dining 
facilities meets all standards for 
both nutrition and health." 

Some students are becoming 
increasingly aggravated with the 
quality of Manser dining service. 
One student said, "We trust the 
Manser dinning services to make 



our meals and follow proper 
health guidelines. First they raise 
prices on everything, and now 
they're making us sick. 
Something really needs to be 
done." 

Maresco argues, "1 should 
point out, however, that there 
have been a number of cases of 
stomach virus reported and the 
symptoms for this are similar to 
food poisoning. Unfortunately, 
it is easy to for students to make 
the assumption that their symp- 
toms are the result of what 
they've eaten even when this is 
not the case." 

Steph Anderson, a freshman on 
campus, used to work at Holy 
Spirit Hospital in 

Mechanicsburg. She deve3loped 
symptoms last week along with 
her roommate, who also ate at 
Manser Dining Hall with her. 
Although she wasn't positive that 
it was food poisoning, Anderson 
said, "I know what the symptoms 
are and I know that the most 
common place to get food poi- 
soning is [the] school cafe."

"Joe Maresco has served this 
university with dedication in a vari- 
ety student life and administrative 
capacities over the years, including 
the senior student affairs position 
on our campus," MU President 
John Halstead said. "The role of 
vice president for student affairs is 
an important one at Mansfield, and 
he has epitomized our student-cen- 
tered mission with his concern and 
advocacy for students." 

Maresco came to Mansfield as 
associate dean of students in 1972. 

He later held the positions of direc-

ing the bodies they needed to fill the 
cast. "It may just be that since it 
is the first week people aren't 
settled in yet," said Crum.

The Lord of the Rings: The Fellowship 
of the Ring combined many of today's 
top filmmaking techniques to make 
one of the most visually stunning and 
exciting movies of the year. Based on 
the first part of one of the best selling 
book trilogies in history, director 
Peter Jackson made a movie that 
transports you to the land of Middle- 
Earth and takes you along on an epic 
journey to destroy the one ring. 

Plot : The main story begins in the 
land of the Shire, where beings called 
Hobbits live. Hobbits are like 
humans, but about half the size and 
with hairy feet. Earlier in his life, one 
of these hobbits came across a ring 
that had strange powers. It is soon 
discovered that this is the one ring, 
forged by a great evil long thought 
dead. Upon this discovery, a group of 
four hobbits led by Frodo Baggins 
(Elijah Wood), set out to the Elvish 
city Rivendell. In this city, representa- 
tives from four races (Elves, Dwarves, 
Humans and Hobbits) gather to dis- 
cuss what must be done with the 
ring. It is ultimately decided that it 
must be destroyed because as long as 
the ring remains, the evil that created 
it will never fully be gone. The ring 
can only be destroyed in the place 
where it was made, Mt. Doom, in 
the heart of Mordor, the evil land of 



Middle-Earth. A fellowship of nine is 
formed to bring the ring to this place, 
including four hobbits, two humans, 
a dwarf, an elf, and the great wizard 
Gandalf (Ian McKellen), and the 
main quest begins. 

The Good : Almost everything 
about the film was superb. Peter 
Jackson follows the book decently 
well, so there's no way you can go 
wrong with the actual story. The act- 
ing in the movie was phenomenal 
from everyone, especially Sir Ian 
McKellen in the role of the wizard 
Gandalf. His range of emotions and 
acting techniques bring life to a char- 
acter that many people have had a set 
image of in their minds for years. The 
music for the film is very moving. 
The special effects in the movie are 
also the best I've ever seen in a movie. 
The special effects of this movie put 
the effects of The Phantom Menace to 
shame. Personally, I think the best 
special effects are the ones where you 
have to guess whether they are real or 
not. You shouldn't be able to tell if 
something is fake or not. While you 
can tell some shots are of course com- 
puter generated, it just doesn't have 
the cartoonish feel that I hated about 
Star Wars Episode I. And they actual- 
ly have very realistic costumes for 
races such as ores in this movie; not 
depending entirely on CGI to create 
them, like was done with the 




Gungans (which you could tell were 
entirely fake) in The Phantom 
Menace. In another great use of 
visual effects in the movie, the resiz- 
ing of regular sized actors to look 
like half size hobbits was created 
entirely through camera angles. The 
simple placing of one actor closer to 
the camera can create this illusion 
of one being bigger than another. 
Peter Jackson used this technique 
brilliantly throughout the film. 
Also, all the sets and cities seen in 
the film are breathtaking. 

The Bad : Honestly, not much bad 
can be said about this film. There 
were some changes made and things 
left out between the book and the 
movie, but that is almost inevitable, 
especially for a book of good size. 
This problem may also be taken care 
with reports of the DVD containing 
over an hour of footage that had to be 
cut from the final film. The only peo- 
ple that shouldn't see this movie are 
the ones that really don't have a taste 
for fantasy or people that don't like 
long movies. At a total running time 
of 2 hours and 58 minutes, it's a long 
time to sit in a chair. Also, if you're 
not familiar with the story at all, it's a 
lot of plot to take in all at once, so 
you may have to see it again in order 
to catch all you're supposed to. 

Conclusion : I really recommend 
seeing this movie. It is easily the 
best movie I have seen in a very long 
time. It has the best of almost any- 
thing you could want. Gigantic 
amounts of action and suspense 
mixed with real emotion and great 
storytelling. This isn't a movie just 
for geeks, it's a story almost anyone 
can enjoy. If you haven't seen it, 
you should. At the very least, you 
can always walk out, but 1 don't 
think you will.

A controversial topic in the news today is John Walker, the American 
Taliban fighter. His return to the United States on Tuesday accompanies 
charges against him including two counts of providing material support or 
resources to terrorist organizations, one count of conspiracy to kill U.S. 
nationals, and one count of engaging in transactions with the Taliban. As 
for now, he will not be facing the death penalty, although more charges 
may be brought against him in the future that do carry capital punishment 
as an option. 

Walker was a liberal student who was seeking a faith and chose Islam. 
His passion soon brought him to the Middle East and he obtained ties to 
terrorist organizations. An interview with his father on CNN Thursday 
revealed that Walker was against U.S. presence in Yemen and Walker actu- 
ally defended the point of view of the terrorist bombers in the USS Cole 
incident. 

Right now, Walker is a 20 year prisoner who has made the choice to 
fight against America. Many argue that he should be dealt with in a neu- 
tral location and charged as a war criminal, instead of being held in the 
U.S. and tried here. 

Walker was part of an uprising in Afghanistan of captured Taliban 
fighters that resulted in the death of a CIA agent, although he argues that 
he was unaware of the situation. 

In this case we should treat the uprising the same as any other vio- 
lent crime. Substitute the Taliban for a group of people involved in a 
robbery and the military personnel and CIA agents for police officers. If 
this hypothetical situation were to happen in America, everyone involved 
in the robbery would be charged in conjunction with the death of a 
police officer. 

Walker was part of the crime and should be treated as any other crim- 
inal. For those who argue that he was “brainwashed” into joining the 
Taliban, that may be so, but that does not absolve him of any guilt. For 
those who argue that he should be tried in a neutral location to ensure 
an impartial jury, that is an important part of the judicial system, but as 
an American citizen Walker should be tried in America for a crime 
against his country.

The Mansfield University Men’s 
basketball team put an end to the 
team’s five game losing streak 
with a win over the Warriors of 
East Stroudsburg. 

The Warriors entered the game 
on a losing streak of thier own 
exceeding the Mounties’ five game 
losing streak by two in a PSAC East 
conference game at Decker Gym. 

Senior guard Damar Lopez last 
week told the Flashlight that the 
team needed to come out and win. 

That is exactly what they did. 
The Mounties started the game in 
control as they went on a 21-8 run 
in the first five minutes of play to 
take a 30-14 lead. 

Mansfield was led by sopho-

Mansfield went on to win 89- 
75 improving to 2-1 in the PSAC 
East and to 6-9 overall as the 
Warriors’ losing streak continued 
to eight games with an overall 
record of 3-11. 

This past weekend the Mounties 
traveled to Cheyney University at 
Cope Hall to take on the Wolves of 
Cheyney. The Wolves entered the 
game 7-6 as the Mounties looked 
to start a winning streak after com- 
ing off a victory to ESU. 

Cheyney was in full control late 
in the first half of play as they went 
on a 25-9 run over the last ten 
minutes of the half after the game 




started out close. 

Later in the second half 
Cheyney increased their lead to 
51-33 with 18:32 to play, but the 
Mounties were not ready to be 
the Wolves dinner special. 
Mansfield 
came firing 
back with the 
help of the 
three point 
arsenal of Brett 
Longpre'. 

Longpre' went 
eight of 18 
from the three 
point line, 
making five in 
the second half 
to help the 
Mounties 
merge their comeback. 

Mansfield tied the game at 67 
when freshman guard Brian Bryant 
hit a three-pointer with just under 
six minutes to go. 

The Wolves eventually took 
back the lead, however they 
never led by no more than three 
points. Longpre’ brought the 
Mounties to within one when he 
hit two free throws with 1:19 to 
play in regulation. 

That would be as close as 
Mansfield would get as they were 
unable to regain the lead. Despite 
Longpre’s game high 32 points the 
Mounties fell to the Wolves 80-74. 

The Mounties returned home to 
Decker Gym this past Monday to 
host an out of conference game 
against the University of the 
District of Columbia. 

Mounties senior Damar Lopez 
entered the game only needing 1 8 
more points to reach the 1,000 
point milestone and to become 
the 18 th player in Mansfield his- 
tory to do so. 

Mansfield trailed my just three 
points at the end of the first half 
37-34. UDC was able to hold 
Lopez to just three points during 
the first half of play. 

The Mounties tied the game at 
37 when sophomore guard Jason 
Roscoe hit a three pointer at the

start of the second half. 

However things turned into an 
uphill battle for the Mounties 
when UDC went on a 19-2 run to 
take a 56-39 lead with 13:32 to 
play in regualtion. 

“I didn’t lose faith because we 
been in that situation before 
and I believed if we played hard 
on defense we could come back 
on them,” said head coach 
Vince Alexander. 

Mansfield did just that coming

Mansfield was in full con- 
tol in the overtime period 
never trailing. 

Lopez scored eight of his 
game high 25 points in the final 
four minutes to help secure the 
victory for the Mounties and 
surpass the 1000 point mark.

The turnaround of the women's 
basketball team looked as if it had 
turned more into a skid out of con- 
trol. After a five game losing streak 
the Mounties spun their luck and 
took the wheel of a three-game 
winning streak. 

The Mansfield women have 
taken three in a row, at press 
time, and have a winnable game 
against Mount Aloysius. The 
Mounties have taken PSAC East 
wins from East Stroudsburg and 
Cheyney and a non-league win 
over University of the District 
of Columbia. 

The turnaround started long 
before this season; it started three 
years ago to be exact. 

When Ruth Henderson was 
hired as head coach the team was 
coming off a dismal one win sea- 
son and there wasn't much to 
look forward to. 

Enter Allyson Buss, Jennifer 
Nichols, Tracy Tyler, Michelle 
Izbicki, Brandy Lingenfelter, and 
an array of freshmen in 1998-99 
that gave the program the lift for 
the future it so desperately needed. 

The rebuilding didn't stop 
there, the next season Lynelle 
Mosley joined the squad and added 
speed. Mosley quickly gave herself a 
name as a thief around the PSAC as 
she climbed the leader board in 
steals for her first two seasons and 
barely missed the single season steal 
record with 87 last year. 

Last year's freshmen Jessica 
Pfeiffer, Nicole Katsoff, Heather 
Connelly, and Julia Krajnik also 
gave the Mounties the additional 
depth and range to compliment 
the turn around. Add in transfer 
Daima Thomas and the 
Mounties added size and range 
to their arsenal. 

This season the Mounties got in 
the drivers seat and made the turn 
they had been practicing for the last 
three years. With the addition of 
Allison Tagliaferri, Stephanie 
Reiser, Maura Gibbons, and Tara 



Stock, the Mounties have the ele- 
ments on the court to make this 
season one of the most historic 
since the inception of basketball at 
Mansfield. They have already 
tripled their win total from last year 
and with a win against Mount 
Aloysius it will be the most wins 
since the 1990-91 season when the 
Mounties won 10 games. 

After suffering set backs on the 
injury report two years in a row to 
Buss and 
Lingenfelter 
they have 
proven they 
can overcome 
adversity as 
well. 

Buss went 
down with 
2:48 left in the 
East 
Stroudsburg 
game, a tight 
game that came 
down to the last 30 seconds and 
proved that the program was head- 
ed in the right direction. Last sea- 
son Buss was sidelined with a 
thumb injury after the fifth game 
of the season. 

When Buss went down, a cap- 
tain went down, Mansfield need- 
ed to rally and stake their first 
PSAC East win of the season and 
that they did. 

Around Tagliaferri the Mounties 
dominated the last 30 seconds. 
Tagliaferri hit two free throws with 
seven seconds remaining to put the 
Mounties up 74-71. Reiser blocked 
a crucial ESU three-pointer that 
would have forced overtime and 
Nichols grabbed the rebound. 
Freshmen and seniors with chem- 
istry, perhaps no other team in the 
PSAC can boast about having. 

The Mountaineers traveled to 
Cheyney to play in one of the hard- 
est environments they would have 
to face all season. 

Against the "always unpre- 
dictable" Cheyney Wolves, the 
Mounties were again led by 
Tagliaferri who had a double dou- 



ble with 22 points and 15 
rebounds. Mansfield built a 26-14 
lead going into halftime and held 
the Wolves to 5-35 shooting in the 
first half. However turnover proved 
costly and kept Cheyney in the 
game. Mansfield gave up 39 
turnover in the game. 

Mansfield built a solid 51-38 
lead with less than six minutes to 
play but Cheyney showed why 
you should never turn your back 
on them. The Wolves went on a 
12-0 run to bring the game to 
within one point with less than a 
minute remaining. 

With 3 1 seconds left, Tagliaferri 
hit a layup to put the Mounties up 
by three, and then grabbed a 
Cheyney rebound and got it to 
Reiser who was fouled. Resier hit 
both to put the Mounties up by 
five but Cheyney hit a three-point- 
er with 17 seconds left to cut the 
lead to within two. 

The Mounties had been in this 
situation before and came out on 
top. They needed to do it again. 
For the PSAC East win, for the 
moral boost, and most importantly 
for the respect of the league. 

Cheyney hit a jumper to put the 
score at 57-55 with 10 seconds

It wasn't 
easy or pretty but for the second 
straight game we did what we need 
to do in the final minute to win 
two conference games. We needed 
someone to step up, and as she has 
done all season, Alison Tagliaferri 
answered the call." 

Monday Tagliaferri was honored 
for the second time this season as 
the PSAC East Player of the Week. 
Over the two game stretch, 
Tagliaferri averaged 17.5 points

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Veteran White House reporter 
to visit Mansfield University

Mansfield University will host 
Helen Thomas, veteran reporter 
who has covered the White House 
through nine administrations, on 
Thursday, April 25, for a series of 
events including a meeting with stu- 
dents, dinner and a public address. 

Thomas started her career in jour- 
nalism as a copy girl for the now 
defunct Washington Daily News 
after graduating from Wayne State 
University in the early 1940s. In 
1943 she joined United Press 
International (UIM) covering the 
federal government, Justice 
Department, FBI, and Capitol Hill. 
After 57 years with UIM she joined 
the Heart Corporation in May 2000 
as a columnist covering the White 
House and other national affairs. 

In November 1960, Thomas 
began covering then President-elect 
John F. Kennedy, following him to 
the White House as a member of 
the UIM ream. It was during her 
lirst White House assignment that 
she began closing Presidential press 
conferences with " Thank you, Mr. 
President," a custom that contin- 
ues to this day. 

I homas was the only print jour- 
nalist to travel with then President 
Richard Nixon during his ground- 
breaking trip to China in 1972. She 
has traveled around the world sever- 
al times with Presidents Nixon, Ford, 



Carter, Reagan, Bush and Clinton. 

Thomas' book, "Front Row at the 
White House: My Life and Times," 
was published in May 2000. It in 
she reflects on life inside the White 
House and the ever-changing rela- 
tionship between the presidency 
and the press. She dissects the pres- 
idents, first ladies and press secre- 
taries she has known; discusses the 
press conference ritual; talks about 
traveling on Air Force One, and 
recalls great and small moments of 
presidents past and present. 

In making the announcement, 
MU President John Halstead said, 
"Helen Thomas has been charac- 
terized as candid, courageous, car- 
ing-’a Washington institution — 
by some of her journalistic col- 
leagues. I would call her feisty, 
spirited, and knowledgeable. I 
know first-hand as I saw her keep 
a conference full of college presi- 
dents spell-bound and in stitches 
as she shared her insider's view of 
the Oval Office. Beginning in the 
Kennedy era as UIM correspon- 
dent and White House bureau 
chief, Helen Thomas was the first 
to close these press conferences 
with Thank you, Mr. President'. 

I look forward to hearing her say

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Retention: What is being do

Mansfield University of Pennsylvania has expe- 
rienced a decline in student enrollment in the 
first year of student matriculation, causing 
much concern for administrators. 

With the lack of retention comes the addi- 
tion of a new assistant provost position and the 
implementation of a new first-year course for 
incoming freshman. What other steps is the 
university taking to improve the retention rate 
and enrollment numbers? 

STUDENTS WHO LEAVE 

According to the Mansfield University 
Accreditation Self-Study, among the full-time, 
first-time students who enrolled in the fall of 
200(1, 140 did not return to the university the 
following fall. Former students who were not 
among those academically dismissed were listed 
as either formally withdrawn or as "no shows" 
in the university data system. 

According to interviews completed by the 
university on 40 respondents, seven out of 40 
had no intention of completing a degree at 
Mansfield. Five of those seven stated that they 
used the university as a starting point. Sixteen 
students were currently enrolled in another 
educational setting and 10 out of 40 stated that 
Mansfield did not meet their expectations. 
Financial problems were the leading factor that 
contributed to students not returning, while 
location and distance were cited as the second 
leading contributing factor. Eleven out of the 
40 former students planned on returning to 
Mansfield at a later time. 

The university's retention data points to a 
number of possible factors. Some students use 
Mansfield in lieu of a community college with 
no intention of completing a degree. Other 
students, especially commuting student and 
adult learners, do not fully engage the universi- 
ty outside of the classroom. In addition, some- 
students have the difficulty making the college- 
transition and are neither personally nor aca- 
demically well prepared to enter Mansfield and 
pursue a full load of college level courses. 

FIRST-YEAR EXPERIENCE COURSE 

Beginning in the Fall 2001 semester, as part 
of the newly revised general education pro- 
gram, incoming students will be required to 
complete a first-year seminar course. 

Twenty five sections of the class are offered 
and taught by 25 different MU faculty mem- 
bers. The new one credit course is designed to 
introduce first year students to the university 
and encourage them to become engaged mem- 
bers of the university learning community. The 
course ask ( s students to explore die context of 



the Ml undergraduate experience through the 
perspectives of liberal arts disciplines and their 
own learning community participation. It also 
helps students explore the means by which they 
can succeed at MU and how to use the various 
support services of the university. 

The course is designed to also help students 
make the transition from high school to college- 
life. It consists primarily of activities and dis- 
cussions, rather than lectures. It is organized 
around two parallel themes: "The university as 
a learning community" and "Student success in 
the learning community." 

The classroom activities help students see- 
the importance of such matters as time man- 
agement and building basic skills such as note- 
taking and effective reading. 

"I thought that a lot of the things we 
discussed were pretty effective," said Brett 
Carpenter, a freshman. "On the other 
hand, some things seemed like we were 
filling up time." 

NEW ASSISTANT PROVOST 

Another significant university action is the 
hiring of an assistant provost who is charged 
with improving student retention. 

"The assistant provost's main responsibility- 
will deal with the retention of students," said 
Carol Alexander, assistant to the provost. 

Serving in the newly added position, Russell 
S. Cooper joined the MU family July 1 as the 
university's first assistant provost. Cooper 
joined the MU administration after serving as 
assistant dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences and as an associate professor of psy- 
chology at US. International University, San 
Diego, Calif. 

Cooper holds a Ph.D., M.A. and B.A. in psy- 
chology from the University of Illinois at 
Champaign-Urbana and an A.S. from the 
College of DuPage, III. 

ADMISSIONS OFFICE CONTRIBUTION 

The university's recruitment and enrollment 
plan is organized around four strategic goals. 
The specific objectives and implementation 
strategies guide the operations of the admis- 
sions office and the university to combat reten- 
tion efforts. According to the Mansfield 
University Accreditation Self-Study, the first 
goal is to increase overall enrollment by 3.3 per- 
cent over three years. Administrators plan to 
accomplish this by emphasizing growth at the 
upper division level through transfer admits, re- 
emphasizing the importance of recruiting 
Pennsylvania students and increasing minority 
enrollment. 

The second step in the plan is to increase by 
five percent the number of undergraduate stu- 
dents majoring in computer science, mathemat- 



ics, life sciences and physical sciences. The 
third step is to increase enrollment of members 
of minoritv and under-represented racial and 
ethnic groups from 171 students in fall 2000 to 
at least 180 in fall 2003. The university plans to 
continue to emphasize recruitment of minority- 
students throughout the activities of the admis- 
sions staff. 

The final step in the recruitment and enroll- 
ment plan is to improve transfer arrangements 
with community institutions to ensure mainte- 
nance of the current 23.5 percent of transfer 
students. The final step will be accomplished 
by continued relationship building with region- 
al community colleges, including the expansion 
of articulation agreements. 

"Admissions' goal in retention is to first 
recruit students who are a good match for 
Mansfield University-," said Brian Barden, direc- 
tor of admissions. "A good march means that 
the students are more likely to stay and com- 
plete their degrees." 

To facilitate achievement of its goals, the 
admissions office will rely on new recruitment 
materials centered around the university's 
theme, "Small University, Big Opportunities." 
Additional efforts will include regional adver- 
tising and receptions, as well as an increase in 
the flow of contacts between the university- and 
prospective students. 

The implementation strategies include spe- 
cial efforts to increase the matriculation of 
minority students. Recruitment is focused on 
areas of Pennsylvania that include a higher pro- 
portion of minority high school graduates and 
potential transfer students who live within the 
rural region surrounding Mansfield. Special 
bus trips from Philadelphia have been produc- 
tive in yielding minority students. Faculty from 
the academic departments participate in the 
recruitment of minority students during their 
campus visit. 

RETENTION CHALLENGES FOR THE 
ADMISSIONS OFFICE 

I he university has made important gains in 
developing its admissions efforts, but there are 
a number ot challenges that the office contin- 
ues to face. 

I he rural, small town location appears less 
than desirable to some students whom the 
office may want to attract to improve diversity 
as well as academic balance. 

On the positive side, the improvement of 
Route 15 into a four-lane corridor can make 
access from southern and central Pennsylvania 
easier, reducing the barrier added in the past by- 
travel distances. 

The admissions stall expanded their recruit- 
ment elfort by specialized advertising and 
regional events in targeted areas of the com- 
monwealth. An improved presence in the 



Internet and new printed admissions materials 
focused on the theme of "Small University, Big 
Opportunities" should have a generally positive 
impact on recruitment and enrollment. 

The office is working to increase enrollment 
of first time and transfer students by viewing 
enrollment management as a collaborative 
effort that involves faculty, administration, staff 
and current students who each have an impor 
tant role to play. According to the office, in 
order to be effective, this perspective requires 
continuing education of the campus communi 
ty about the admissions and enrollment man- 
agement process. Student enrollment can also 
be increased by the continued progress in tar- 
geting specific markets to ensure enrollment in 
the sciences, mathematics and computer areas. 
Another way of increasing the campus popula- 
tion is by the continued progress in developing 
and implementing recruitment strategics based 
on an enrollment management model that rec- 
ognizes the importance of matching students 
with appropriate programs and focuses on 
retention as heavily as recruitment. The 
increased efforts to utilize technology to mar 
ket the university- more effectively to prospec- 
tive students are also how the office is working 
to increase student enrollment. 

The admissions office is confident that they 
are proactively pursuing each of the opportum 
ties and advances will become more evident 
over the next two years. 

"Admissions is an advocate for students," 
Barden said. “1 am constantly addressing issues 
and concerns that 1 feel impact retention. In 
the end, better retention means fewer students 
need to be recruited.” 

RESIDENCE LIFE PROGRAMS 

Among the many departments and offices 
joining in the retention effort, the residence life- 
office contributes to the fight. 

According to interviews conducted by resi 
dence life staff members, student concerns 
revolved around inadequate cleaning, aging 
facilities and disruptions related to construc- 
tion work on campus. The construction in and 
around the residence balls has, for the most 
part, been completed and a new company- 
assumed responsibility for cleaning the resi 
dence halls. 

Even though a new company has taken over 
the cleaning effort, residents are still not 
pleased. 

"It's bad," said |enn Glenny, a sophomore 
who lives in Laurel Residence Mall. "We had to 
actually put post-it notes around the bathroom 
to show the staff w-here to clean." 

The aging facilities issue is an ongoing issue 
and is being addressed. The Maple B residence- 
hall is closed for the Spring 2002 semester lor 
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renovations. It will reopen for Fall 2002, when 
Maple A will be offline. During this time, cam- 
pus residents will have to deal with housing 
problems and concerns including the possible 
elimination of single rooms, causing a heated 
debate among students. 

"I was surprised that they would have to 
take this sort of action," said I.ucas Adams, a 
sophomore living in Maple Hall, the residence 
hall that will undergo renovations. "1 feel that 
if a student is paying money for a single room, 
he or she should not be denied a single room." 

Other services are coordinated by residence 
life staff. In addition to an overall retention 
effort, members of the residence hall staff are 
responsible for regular programming to sup- 
port the personal and social development of 
students. Social activities, focused seminars 
for new students, discussion groups and pro- 
grams on sexual assault and substance abuse 
are offered regularly. 

Beginning in the Fall 2001 semester, an 
effort has been made to create additional spe- 
cial interest residence floors for students. As 
part of the university's special interest housing 
plan, students are able to choose from sub- 
stance-free, wellness, 24 hour quiet and travel 
floors located in the residence halls across 
campus. 

"In order to live on a special interest floor, 
the resident must sign a contract," said Bert 
Bones, graduate assistant and staff member in 
charge of student housing in Hemlock and 
Pinecrest Residence Halls. "If the resident 
breaks the contract, he or she will be removed 
from the floor and given another room assign- 
ment." 

As residence life staff members contribute 
to the retention fight, students find the new 
special interest housing plan very helpful. 

"It's a decent idea," said Paul Culbertson, a 
junior who lives on a substance-free floor in 
Maple Hall. "It fits my lifestyle well because 1 
don't drink." 



The new housing plan is also beneficial 
to freshman as they make the adjustment 
to college life. 

"It's an enjoyable experience," said freshman 
Scott Behney. "It takes away another pressure 
from college life. 

A LOOK AT THE CAMPUS 

According to the most recent Campus 
Master Plan, completed in 1 998 by Burkavage 
Design Associates, the university is running 
into a few problems with students' learning 
environment. 

Mansfield has sufficient classroom space bur 
course scheduling can be improved to more 
effectively utilize the space. Teaching spaces 
could be updated and enhanced to create a bet- 
ter environment for learning. According to the 
plan, pedestrian and vehicular traffic problems 
are a major concern that could be addressed by 
parking reconfiguration and the extension of 
the pedestrian mall concept. 

Since the submission of the Master Plan, a 
variety of campus facility projects are already 
completed or underway. In addition to an 
extensive $6.8 million infrastructure project 
to improve electrical service, heating and 
campus drainage, two classroom buildings, 
Elliot Hall and Grant Science Center, have 
been partially renovated. 

An impressive student center, the new and 
well-equipped kelchner Fitness Center, and a 
new Child Care Center opened. Campus beau- 
tification through new landscaping and better 
signage are improving continuously. 

In addition to the campus developments, 
several buildings are under renovation, will be 
under renovation or have been completed. 
Belknap Hall and Retan Center have been the 
main focus of the construction effort on cam- 
pus. Newly renovated Belknap is open for the 
Spring 2002 semester, after being offline during 
the Fall 2001 semester. Retan Center is closed 
and will reopen for the Fall 2002 semester after 
renovations are completed. Memorial Hall, 
which houses the Center for Lifelong learning 
and information technology offices, is com- 
plete and hosted a Grand Opening on 
Thursday, Jan. 24. Straughn Hall auditorium, 
which housed the Michael Weller play, 1HELP!, 
Nov. 1-4, is nearly complete.

Grant Science Center renovations are 
scheduled for Spring and Summer 2003. The 
$2.9 million budget covers improved ventila- 
tion, a new roof, air conditioning, windows 
and furniture. 

Maple B Residence Hall is closed for the 
Spring 2002 semester. Contractor's bids were 
returned within reason and the renovation is 
progressing on schedule. The project will 
improve window systems, temperature con- 
trols, air handling, plumbing, toilets and car- 
peting. Included in the project will be the 
installation of fire sprinkler and detection 
systems. When Maple B is complete. Maple A 
will close, with renovations scheduled to 
begin in Fall 2002. 

A new faculty parking lot with 64 new 
spaces and a new student parking lot near the 
Cedarcrest Residence Hall opened with over 
60 spaces available. 

THE GHOST CAMPUS 

Weekend campus activities are tradition- 
ally not well attended by students and par- 
ticipation on weekends has long been a con- 
cern at Mansfield. 

According to surveys conducted by- the uni- 
versity in 1999, only 34.3 percent indicated that 
they participated in weekend activities or events 
when they were on campus. This was down 
from 44.9 percent in 1993. Among the stu- 
dents who lived on or near campus, 35.8 per- 
cent reported spending less than six weekends 
per semester in Mansfield. 

According to the survey, 47.5 percent said 
that they stay on campus to socialize with 
friends, while only 12.5 percent reported that 
they remain on campus to study on a typical 
weekend. Of the students surveyed, only 10.2 
percent said that they remain on campus to par- 
ticipate in university events. It can be conclud- 
ed that when students did stay on or near cam- 
pus on the weekends, they did so primarily to 
socialize and not to participate in university- 
sponsored events. 

CHALLENGES FOR THE FUTURE 

According to the Mansfield University 
Accreditation Self-Study, the analyses of stu- 
dent data suggest several challenges for the 
future of the university. Pressures from demo- 
graphic changes, changes in the focus needs 
and learning styles of potential students, geo- 
graphic access changes and availability of alter- 
native course delivery systems all frame the 
challenges and opportunities for the university- 
in the next decade. 

In order to clearly articulate its student niche 
over the next decade, the university may need 
to engage in a process of dialogue among its 
community to better define the "Mansfield 
Experience." 

Mansfield offers its students a small, rela- 
tively supportive, public university where stu- 
dents have the opportunity to participate 
actively, to be known by faculty- and to engage 
in a friendly- learning environment. The univer- 
sity's data suggests that many students fail to 
take advantage of the opportunities and those 
that do identify mostly with the department or 
activity, not the university.

“I never wanted to complete a 
degree at MU.” 

“ I just wanted to get started and 
I’m using MU to get general edu- 
cation credits (in lieu of a commu- 
nity college in the area) before 
transferring to another school.” 

“Mansfield didn’t meet my expec- 
tations.” or “Mansfield University 
just wasn’t for me.” 

“I’m having trouble adjusting to 
college life.” 

“I’m taking a break, and might 
come back to MU eventually.” 

Mansfield will continue to increase its 
efforts to engage its students in all aspects of 
the learning environment. Community build- 
ing and participation are central themes for the 
new first-year seminar course. The university 
plans to track the students to access their out- 
of-class experiences as well as their bonding to 
a major or academic department. 

The university- will address the external pres- 
sures that affect students and may contribute tr 
their academic failure. Family needs and exter- 
nal work demands compete with commitment 
to academic success. 

Some students enter Mansfield unpre- 
pared for the course load they take. Effective 
advising is critical to help students make wise 
choices about credit loads and course and 
major selection. 

Following a look at retention issues, the 
university highlighted the need to pursue a 
more focused enrollment management 
process. Mansfield will gain. a more practical 
basis for answering questions about who suc- 
ceeds in what academic paths and with what 
other supporting activities. With the answers 
to the questions, the university can shape its 
enrollment by admitting students who are 
best matched to fit within the institutional 
plan. Better enrollment management will 
ensure Mansfield will make the best use of 
the available resources while affording its stu- 
dents the great likelihood of achieving their 
academic goals. 

It the university reaches high and con- 
tinues to fight in the retention effort, the 
campus community will transform 
Mansfield University into the type of 
institution pleasing to administrators, 
faculty, staff and most importantly, the 
students.

For some reason, "Ali" seems to 
travel in separate directions. Its 
director, Michael Mann (’ Heat," 
"The Insider"), seems intent upon 
deifying the champ, almost as if he 
wants to steer Ali into myth by 
pulling him just away from the 
audience's reach. 

However, Will Smith's perform- 
ance as Muhammad Ali ventures 
past mimicry, into transformation. 
Here, Will has become the champ, 
and in doing so humanizes him and 
brings him closer to the audience, 
even as Mann pulls him away. 

This is the least of the movie's 
problems. Characters are intro- 
duced without any sort of introduc- 
tion, brought in as though we are 
supposed to know what's going on, 
and then escorted away with little 
warning most of the time. Details 
and dates are eschewed, with only a 
few landmark events (including the 
assassinations of Malcolm X and 
Martin Luther King Jr.) to serve as 
historical guideposts. 

Also, considering the remarkable 
life Ali has led, there have been 
many events that were de-empha- 
si/.ed, such as the buildup to his 
first fight with Joe Frazier, the fight 
that polarized a nation before the 
first punch was thrown. 

And yet, this approach seems to 



work. Much has been done in this 
movie to replicate the mood and 
politics of the 1960s, and it makes 
a difference. Watching Ali," 1 felt 
immersed in the period, thanks to 
the extraordinary design. Thar is 
one of the main points of praise for 
this movie. 

Another is for Will Smith. His 
performance is one of, if not the 
greatest of the year, and definitely 
his greatest to date. He is capable of 
conveying quiet thoughtfulness 
much of the time, but when he's in 
front of a camera or about to get 
into the ring, he comes alive as only 
the champ could come alive. 
Dancing around, trash talking, 
Will Smith becomes Muhammad 
Ali. That is probably the best com- 
pliment for an actor. He knows his 
way around a ring too, it seems. 

In fact, throughout the entire pic- 
ture, the acting remains one of its 
strongest points for the entire cast. 
Jamie Foxx also turns in a great per- 
formance as Drew "Bundini" 
Brown, one of Ali's trainers who 
washes up only to rebuild himself. 
Jada Pinkett-Smith, Nona Gaye 
and Michael Michele all do reason- 
ably well as Ali’s first three wives. 
And Mario Van Peebles shows that 
he can still act, and do it very well, 
as Malcolm X. 

Part of this is more than likely 
because of director Michael Mann,

Just as well, he is an 
intensely visual director with imag- 
ination and style to spare. The first 
five minutes alone are proof of this, 
in a stunning montage taking us 
through different pre-1964 
moments in the champ's life. We 
see him as a child, confronting the 
ugly realities of racism, then as an 
adult, seeing Malcolm X speak, 
meeting Bundini for the first time, 
and training for his title Fight 
against Sonny Liston. All of this is 
framed by a stunning rendition of 
"Bring It To Me," by David Elliot, 
cutting a fine figure as Sam Cooke. 

For the most part, I have to rec- 
ommend this film. As a biography, 
it doesn't give much more informa- 
tion than one would already know 
about Ali, but what it does display, 
it does with much style, visual flair, 
and emotional power. As the 
champ stands victorious in the 
movie's final frame, one would be 
find it hard to suppress a standing 
ovation.

He 
gave that name to her over 50 
years ago. 

After two hours of playing, I 
think the audience felt the 
blues instead of just hearing it. 
Of course, he played two of his 
biggest songs, "Rock me Baby," 
and "The Thrill is Gone," back 
to back. It was a blistering per- 
formance by one of the greatest 
blues musicians of all time! BB 
is undoubtedly the King of 
the Blues."

Lynelle Mosley is listed as the 
smallest player in the PSAC accord- 
ing to the 2002 women's bas- 
ketball prospectus. But that 
doesn't keep her down. 

Mosley is on her was to becom- 
ing the all time steals leader for 
Mansfield University, during her 
junior season. last year Mosley 
barely missed the season record 
with 87 steals, three short of the 
school record 90. 

Mosley's 64 steals is more than 
twice as many as the next highest 
thief on the Mounties, Jessica 
Pfeiffer who has 30. Mosley is 
ranked fourth in the PSAC in 
steals per game averaging 3.24 
steals per game. 

You would think being so close 
to history Mosley would have a 
mental countdown every time 
she made a steal. She doesn't. 
"I just go," said Mosley. "If I 
get the steal I get the steal." 

Despite being in the midst of a 
four game losing streak including 



loses to PSAC powers Millersville 
and Bloomsburg the Mounties 
haven’t lost their focus. The theme 
throughout the season has been 
believe, the team has believed and 
has also adapted to changes made 
in the starting rotation. 

The Mounties skid started 
against Mount Aloysius with a 78- 
62 loss and continued against 
Bloomsburg and Millersville. 
The Mounties had a chance 
against West Chester, which 
has now beaten Mansfield in 
their last five meetings, but 
shot 9-38 in the second half 
from the floor, including 2-20 
from beyond three-point range. 

Mosley had a career high 25 
points and added five steals to 
her running total. Pfeiffer 
added 14 points and seven 
boards against West Chester, 
while Alison Tagliaferri had 12 
points and nine rebounds. 

The Mounties will travel again 
to East Stroudsburg before return- 
ing home against Bloomsburg on 
February 13th for the first time 



since January 22nd when they 
defeated District of Columbia in an 
81-63 decision. 

The Mounties haven’t had much 
success this year on the road, with 
eight losses in opponents buildings 
the Mounties play much better in 
their home on top of Cardiac Hill. 

The Mounties are still in the 
hunt for their first playoff berth in 
school history but they are going to 
need crucial wins on the road 
against Kutztown and East 
Stroudsburg, but the Mounties will 
play host to Blomsburg and 
Cheyney before eanding the season 
against Millersville.

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New budget proposal may raise price for state schools 



The Pennsylvania State System of 
Higher Education would receive 
nearly $457.7 million from the 
state next year under the budget 
proposal unveiled by Governor 
Mark Schweiker. 

The governor’s spending plan 
would provide for a base appropri- 
ation to the State System of about 
$439.2 million, a decrease of 3 per- 
cent over the current funding level 
and significantly less than the total 
being sought by the Board of 
Governors to operate the 14 state- 
owned universities. 

"While we understand the con- 
dition of Pennsylvania's economy 
and the difficult choices the gover- 
nor has had to make in developing 
this budget proposal, we will con- 
tinue to pursue the additional 
funding we believe is necessary in 
order for our universities to be 
able to offer the high-quality, 
affordable education our students 
have come to expect and deserve," 
said Board of Governors 



Chairman Charles A. Gomulka. 
The Board of Governors in 
October approved a 2002-03 base 
appropriations request of $477.7 
million. The request represents an 
increase of $24. 9-million, or 5.5 
percent, over the current year's 
appropriation. 

The System's overall proposed 
educational and general budget for 
the 2002-03 school year totals 
$1.06 billion - a 4.4 percent 
increase over the current year's 
operating budget. 

The state appropriation covers 
slightly less than half of the funds 
needed to operate the 14 state- 
owned universities. Student 
tuition and fees provide most of 
the rest. The current undergrad- 
uate resident tuition rate of 
$4,016 is the lowest charged 
among all four-year colleges and 
universities in Pennsylvania. 

"Our universities provide access 
and quality educational experi- 
ences to many Pennsylvanians who 



otherwise might not be able to 
afford to attend college," said 
Chancellor Judy G. Hample. "We 
are committed to continuing to 
meet that mission for the benefit 
of our students and the 
Commonwealth." 

In addition to the base appro- 
priation, Schweiker's proposed 
budget would provide nearly 
$16.8 million to the State 
System for special projects and 
slightly more than $1.5 million 
for programs designed to help 
recruit and retain minority and 
other under-represented students 
and to help them succeed in col- 
lege. A total of $215,000 also 
is proposed for the McKeever 
Environmental Learning 

Center, which is operated on 
behalf of the Commonwealth 
by Slippery Rock University 
of Pennsylvania. The center 
provides environmental edu- 
cation programs to 

Pennsylvanians of all ages. 



The State System could receive 
additional funding from several 
other sources in the 2002-03 
state budget. The governor's 
spending blueprint includes $5.5 
million in technology grants for 
all of higher education and $6 
million for equipment purchases. 
There also is funding in the pro- 
posed budget that would help 
State System universities defray 
the costs of installing automatic 
sprinklers in their residence 
halls. The state funds would 
help subsidize a portion of the 
interest schools will have to pay 
on money they borrow to pay 
for the projects. 

Automatic sprinklers and smoke 
detectors are being installed in all 
on-campus dormitories and other 
residential units. The work began 
last year and is expected to be 
completed by 2005 at a total esti- 
mated cost of about $40 million. 

The governor's budget was pre- 
sented today to a joint session of 



the General Assembly. It initially 
will be reviewed by the House 
and Senate Appropriations 
Committees, which will hold a 
series of hearings with various 
state agencies beginning later 
this month. A final budget must 
be approved by the full 
Legislature by June 30. 

In addition to the general appro- 
priation request, the Board of 
Governors also is asking for special 
funding for several key projects. 
The Board is seeking $15 million 
for the continued development of 
a shared administrative computer 
system that would provide both 
improved service to the campuses 
as well as long-term cost savings; 
$9.5 million for performance 
funding; $5.5 million to help 
enhance science and advanced 
technology programs and to help 
ensure student success; $1.8 mil- 
lion for social equity initiatives; 
and $500,000 for the McKeever 
Environmental Learning Center.

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Students talk about time in Russia

Several students returned recent- 
ly from spending a semester in 
Volgograd. Ben Becker, Chris 
Shadle and Katie Mikeska were 
among the few that studied in 
Volgograd last semester. 

As you can imagine, things were 
different in Russia than they are 
here. To start with, the three didn’t 
have hot water lor a month and a 
half. That was one thing Shadle 
said he couldn't get used to. Also, 
shopping takes some creative 
guessing: when one wants meat, 
you have to point out what part of 
meat you want from the animal 
laying in a bin.The three also did- 
n't have a washer and dryer and 
had to hand-wash their clothes. 

Communication was also tough. 
Here in America, friends and family 
are just a phone call away. 
Conversely, in Russia one has to go 
to the center of town and wait in line 
to use a pay phone. The students did 
have an Internet lah though and e- 
mail kept them in contact. 

In the beginning, the students 
struggled a hit until they had their 
language classes. The students stud- 
ied Russian grammar and diction. 
No English was spoken in these 
classes. However, English was spo- 



ken in the history, philosophy, liter- 
ature and politics classes. 

1 he students lived in a 14-story 
building built by the students of 
Volgograd University. Their rooms 
were much like a Cedarcrest Suite 
with a bathroom. 

For fun on the weekends the three 
watched movies and went out with 
their Russian friends. The three 
also had a tradition of going to 
Professor Blanco's fiat every 
Wednesday to have dinner and 
watch movies. The college also had 
things planned for the students and 
even asked them what they wanted 
to do. They saw experimental the- 
atre, a Bach organ concert and had 
a tour at a shoe factory with the 
owner, to name a few. 

Halloween was also interesting for 
the students. They dressed up and 
went from door to door with their 
Russian friends. However, instead of 
asking for candy, they gave the peo- 
ple candy and instead of carving 
pumpkins, they carved watermelons. 

Ehe students also stated their 
feelings about what happened on 
Sept. 1 1 being so far away from 
home. I hey said they felt safer in 
Russia but did have feelings of 
helplessness and frustration since 
they couldn't do anything about 
it. "1 didn't want to be there dur- 



ing that time,' said Becker. Out 
of the entire trip, that was the 
point where they were most frus- 
trated. Two weeks after the attack, 
there were bomb scares at the uni- 
versity in Volgograd and classes 
were cancelled. 

1 he students had a disturbing 
story about when their friend's 
mother was in the hospital. "The 
family has to bring everything 
for the family member in the 
hospital,” said Becker. "Food, 
bedding, clothing, etc... and 
there are stray animals running 
around the hospital." 

rhe health care system is provid- 
ed by the state but the facilities 
aren't good. The students were 
"horrified” by it. Their Russian 
friends told them they try not to go 
to the hospital if they don't have to. 
All of the students did have travel 
insurance, however, which enabled 
them to get taken care of by western 
doctors should they really need it. 

As for the Russian people, their 
view of us is also interesting. The 
Russians are happy with their lives 
and don't look down upon 
Americans because we have more. 
Most of the people feel they are bet- 
ter off as opposed to 1 0 to 1 5 years 
ago. The students visited a school 
and the children were so happy to 



see them. "People there don't have 
the chance to travel like we do," said 
Shadle. "It is very expensive to trav- 
el and to get a visa." 

The students were like celebrities. 
"When foreigners come to visit it is 
rhe youth of Russia's chance to see 
what the outside world is like." The 
kids were in disbelief about some of 
the things we have in our culture. 

"They couldn't believe each of us 
had a car and that our houses are 
very big compared to theirs." In 
Russia, a family doesn't own the 
house they live in unless they are 
very wealthy. Most houses are as big 
as the size of the Laurel Lobby split 
into 4 rooms. Some of the people 
may also have a bathtub in the 
kitchen and an outhouse instead of 
a bathroom. The three also spoke of 
a family that threw a party for 
them. This particular family lived 
in a community house in which 
they had to share the kitchen and 
bathroom with 8 other families. 

I he country still struggles 
with some of their freedoms," 
said Becker. I here is a strong 
communist movement in 
Volgograd and the communica- 
tions and speech are still cen- 
sored. You can tell though that 
Moscow is westernized.” 

I he students stressed often 



throughout the interview how 
much they appreciate what they 
have here. "Everything in 
America is at our fingertips," 
said Shadle. " Filings as simple 
as picking up the phone and 
just going to McDonald’s are 
worth being thankful for." 

F^ach student said it was hard to 
leave, but America will always be 
home. They will always cherish the 
friends they made and the experi- 
ences they had. I asked each of 
them what the first thing they 
wanted when they came back was. 
"I wanted a chicken Caesar salad, 
French onion soup and a 
Mountain Dew," said Shadle. 

Mikeska said she wanted a 
cheeseburger, real beef, and a milk 
shake and Becker said, "I just want- 
ed to get in a car and drive." 

In all, the students had a great 
experience. Shadle commented: 
"You get to travel for credit, there 
are so many amazing things to see, 
and you are immersed in so many 
different cultures." Shadle also 
wanted people to know they 
shouldn't think of Russia as the 
Soviet Union. The people there 
are proud but not of communism. 

They are very giving," lie said. 

They have nothing but they'd 
give you everything they have."

Director Wes Anderson’s The 
Royal Tenenbaums was shot and 
technically takes place in 
Manhattan, though it's hard to tell 
from looking. Anderson has done 
a clever job in shooting in such 
ways that his storybook version of 
the Big Apple is almost unrecog- 
nizable, and could be any city. It 
is a strange, stylized approach to 
setting, but the fit is perfect. Alter 
all, unlike Anderson's last film, the 
phenomenal Rushmore , which 
looked as though it could take 
place in the real world, The Royal 
Tenenbaums quite frankly, could 
not play itself out in any setting 
other than Anderson's fictional- 
ized Manhattan. 

The title of the film has at least two 
meanings, actually. Figuratively, it 
could be taken to mean that the 
Tenenbaums arc a sort of royalty. At 
one time, they were in a way. All 
three Tcnenbaum children were 
geniuses, brought up by their moth- 
er Etheline (Aiijelica Huston) as best 
as possible. Chas was a financial wiz- 
ard, Margot was a playwright, and 
Richie was a tennis champion. 
Along the way, however, inevitable 
failure and years of emotional bag- 
gage brought about their decline and 
assorted neuroses. Now Chas (Ben 
Stiller) is a safety-obsessed widower 
who outfits himself and his children 
in bright red jogging suits at all 
times, Margot (Gwyneth Paltrow) is 
a hyper-secretive recluse with a 
wooden finger (she lost one of fin- 
gers as a child), and Richie (Luke 
Wilson) is a brooding ex-athlete 
hopelessly in love with his own 
adopted sister, Margot. Literally, 
however, the title refers to what 
might have been the cause of all their 
problems, estranged family patriarch 
Royal (Gene Hackman). 

Miserable as they are, the fami- 
ly is thrown into chaos when 
Royal returns to their lives, claim- 
ing to be dying. Chas completely 
rejects him, Margot responds by 
hiding her feeling (as usual), and 
Richie warily embraces his father 
again. The incorrigible Royal is 
determined to get back into his 
family's good graces, no matter 
who he has to lie to, cheat, or steal 
from to do it. This raises the 



question: Is Royal really dying, or 
is this just another plot? 

It's not very hard to figure out 
the answer, and while a lot of fun 
comes from observing Royal's 
manipulation, an air of misery and 
failed potential lies at the movie's 
core. Failure, in fact, is a recurring 
theme of this film. We have Chas, 
Margot, and Richie's failure as 
children to maintain their produc- 
tivity and success. Royal's failure 
to be a good father to his children, 
Margot's failing marriage with 
husband Raleigh St. Clair (Bill 
Murray in a low-key, but great 
performance), Royal's failure to 
patch things up with Chas. ..well, 
you get the picture. 

This may say sound very depress- 
ing, and on a deeper level, this 
movie is quite downbeat, but The 
Royal Tenenbaums is still one of the 
funniest movies I've seen in recent 
memory. The script (by Anderson 
and longtime collaborator Owen 
Wilson, who also co-stars) is filled 
with hilarious dialogue at every 
turn, and at the same time, oddly 
affecting. I laughed extremely 
hard, but I couldn't help but feel 
moved at the same time. 
Anderson's direction is spot-on, 
and the feel of the movie, while 
similar to Rushmore is at the same 
time very different, not only from 
his previous film, but from any 
other movie I've seen. Anderson 
and Wilson have crafted a comic 
fable about family, and working 
from his excellent, Oscar-nominat- 
ed script, Anderson has created 
what is in my opinion the most 
charmingly offbeat and original 
setting since Ghost World. 

Anderson also makes full use of 
his cast, allowing some of them the 
opportunities to give their best per- 
formances. Huston is downright 
wonderful as loving mother 
Etheline, and Danny Glover as her 
new boyfriend Henry plays his role 
completely straight, which in this 
case, matches the film's dry sense of 
humor. Paltrow, Stiller, and Luke 
Wilson play their roles as miser- 
able, brooding geniuses trapped 
between childhood scars and adult 
mistakes to perfection. However, 
the best performances come from 
co-writer Owen Wilson as Richies 







childhood friend Eli Cash and 
Gene Hackman as Royal. Cash is a 
popular author who fancies himself 
a genius but receives mixed reviews 
at best from critics, and harbors a 
not so secret admiration for Margot 
while trying to impress Etheline. 
Wilson accentuates his subtle arro- 
gance and dim wit with such style 
that it's hard not to see this as one 
of the film's strongest roles. 

And then there's Hackman as 
Royal. He seems to be having 
the most fun here with his role. 
Royal is a liar and a cheat, but 
damned if he isn't the best to 
hang out with. His gleefully 
cavalier attitude toward every- 
thing and his attempt to insinu- 
ate himself into the lives of his 
children and grandchildren 
especially infuriates Chas, and 
not only does his performance 
especially shine, but he also 
brings out the best in co-star 
Stiller. Why Hackman was 
passed over for an Oscar nomi- 
nation will confound me for a 
long time, because this is easily 
one of his best rules ever. 

A bittersweet tale of familial 
dysfunction and lost, but recov- 
erable potential, The Royal 
Tenenbaums is hilarious on its 
surface, but deep down, you're 
going to feel deeply for these 
characters. It's one of the best 
movies of last year (released at 
the tail end of 2001 in New York 
and Los Angeles) and altogether, 
one of the funniest movies I've 
seen. I recommend it more than 
any other movie recently released 
(except Ghost World), and. ..just 
go see it. 
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Country legend 
dies at age 64

Anyone who listens to music hope- 
fully knows something about 
Waylon Jennings. Unfortunately, 
the 64-year-old country music leg- 
end with over 60 albums and 16 
No. 1 singles passed away on 
February 13 after a long battle with 
diabetes related health problems. 

Jennings' musical career has 
spanned over five decades. By the 
age of twelve, he had his own band 
and two years later was a disc jock- 
ey for station KDAV. While work- 
ing for KDAV, Jennings was intro- 
duced to Buddy Holly. 

Most of us are ftmiliar with the 
ill-fated crash that killed Buddy 
Holly, The Big Bopper and 
Richie Valens. What most of us 
don’t know is that it was Waylon 
who gave up his seat on the air- 
plane to the Big Bopper. He was 
part of Buddy's entourage as a 
member of the band. 

Throughout his career, Jennings 
has won numerous Country 
Music Awards including Male 




Vocalist of the Year in 1976 and 



his 1977 album "OT Waylon," 
became the first country album to 
go platinum by a solo artist. In 
October 2001, Waylon was 
rewarded with an induction into 
the Country Music Hall of Fame. 

As an artist, Jennings’ music has 
influenced so many others. He 
will be missed by everyone, but 
his legacy in country music will 
never be forgotten.

U2 again leads nominations 
in 44th Grammy Awards

Even after scoring three Grammys 
last year, Irish rock supergroup U2 
still led the pack in Grammy terri- 
tory with an incredible eight nomi- 
nations, including Album of the 
Year for All That You Can’t Leave 
Behind. The band also received 
Record of the Year and Song of the 
Year nods for their hits “Walk On,” 
which was turned into an uplifting 
tribute to the firefighters and 
policemen of September 11, and 
“Stuck in a Moment You Can’t Get 
Out Of,” respectively. 

Newcomer India Arie was hot 
on U2s heels with seven nomina- 
tions, including what www.eon- 
line.com calls “The Big Four”- 
Record of the Year, Song of the 
Year (both for “Video”), Album 
of the'Year for Acoustic Soul and 
Best New Artist. 

Also nabbing Best New Artist 
props is Alicia Keys, whose song, 
“Fallin ”’ has been nominated for 
both Record and Song of the Year. 

Train picked up a Record of the 
Year nod for their piano/rock hit, 



“Drops of Jupiter (Tell Me),” as 
did OutKast for their smash, 
“Ms. Jackson.” 

In the Song of the Year category, 
Train, Keys, U2, Arie and Nelly 
Furtado are duking it out. Furtado 
was also nominated in the Best 
New Artist Category, along with 
David Gray and I. in kin Park. 

Album of the Year nomination 
recipients include OutKast, U2 
and Arie, as well as Bob Dylan for 
his critically acclaimed Love and 
Theft album. The soundtrack to O 
Brother, Where Art Thou? was a sur- 
prise nominee, although the CD 
has become a smash largely due to 
the Soggy Bottom Boys number, “I 
Am a Man of Constant Sorrow.” 

O Brother nabbed five nomina- 
tions overall and scored T-Bone 
Burnett a Producer of the Year 
nomination. Alison Krauss, one 
of the album’s performers, also 
received five nominations, both 
for the soundtrack and for her 
own solo work. 

Other big nominees included 
Brian McKnight, with five nomi- 
nations including Best Male Pop 



Vocal Performance and Best 
R&B Song for “Still” and “Love 
of My Life,” and classical con- 
ductor Pierre Boulez, who 
grabbed six nominations. 

Aaliyah scored posthumous 
honors for her self-titled album, 
which was nominated for Best 
R&B Album, and for her song, 
“Rock the Boat,” which netted a 
Best Female R&B Performance 
nod. The artist died last August in 
a Bahamas plan crash.

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Retention Effort: 

Mansfield Introduces First 
Year Experience Course

UNV-100 COURSE 
One of the many retention-fight- 
ing efforts in place is the fresh- 
man seminar course, added for 
the Fall 2001 semester as part of 
the new general education pro- 
gram. 

"We had 26 sections with 650 
students," Cooper said. "I think 
we did an impressive joh, we 
learned a lot." 

The course is designed to also 
help students make the transition 
from high school to college life. It 
consists primarily of activities 
and discussions, rather than lec- 
tures. It is organized around two 
parallel themes: " The university 
as a learning community and 
"Student success in the learning 
com m unity." 

According to ( 'ooper, the group 
of MU students who did not find 
the course beneficial was non-tra- 
ditional students. Most non-tra- 
ditional students possess good 
time management skills and 
study skills and did not benefit as 
well, since the course was geared 
more to the traditional student. 

I he freshmen course was not 
only new to the students but also 
the instructors. "Those that had 
successful classes thought it was 
great," Cooper said. "I had sever- 
al instructors say it was the worse 
class that they have ever taught, 
while some said it was the most 
exciting." 

According to Cooper, the 
course is different compared to 
what most instructors are used 
to. "Some may shy away from 
teaching it," Cooper said. "For 
some it did not fit their teaching 
style." 

The university provided mate- 
rials for the instructors to teach 
the course. In addition, all stu- 
dents received a workbook for 
the class. 

Upon the approval of the 
instructor, almost every section 
had a student resource assistant, 
much to the surprise of adminis- 



trators. "We thought that we 
would get five to eight students,” 
Cooper said. "We had 20!" 

UNV-100 EVALUATION 
Students twice throughout the 
course of the Fall 2001 semester 
evaluated the UNV 100 course. 

According to Cooper, the data 
indicating the number of stu- 
dents planning to return to MU 
was very high. Eighty-five per- 
cent of the students reported that 
they were enjoying the course, 
while 87 percent agreed that they 
had strong contacts with their 
professors. 

The highest score dealt with 
students making new friends at 
Mansfield, where 93 percent 
agreed. Ninety-three percent also 
indicated that they would return 
for the Spring 2002 semester. 

The highest negative number 
comes from students who did not 
feel part of the university, where 
16 percent of the students report- 
ed. 

The data, unpleasing and 
unsatisfying to Cooper, came as a 
result to the question of whether 
the first year seminar has helped 
the student adjust to the univer- 
sity. Forty-five percent said they 
agreed that it was helpful. 

I d like to see that number 
much higher," Cooper said. "If 
we were to ask them in four 
years, I think the number would 
improve." 

UNV-100 IMPROVEMENTS 
With one semester of the fresh- 
men course behind them, the 
administration is looking for 
ways to improve it. 

Since the course was geared 
more to the traditional student, 
the course will be enhanced to 
benefit non-traditional students. 

"Next semester, we plan to offer 
one or two sections for non-tra- 
ditional students," Cooper said. 
"We also plan to offer a few sec- 
tions within majors." 

In the area of instructor per- 
formance, the university plans to 



have UNV 100 instructors 
attend a two-day workshop to 
prepare them for the course. 

"My goal is to have the instruc- 
tors get the students engaged in 
the university community," 
Cooper said. 

According to Cooper, the 
administration is looking at the 
option of "front loading" the 
class, where it will meet more 
early in the semester and not as 
often later in the semester. "The 
first few weeks are very impor- 
tant," Cooper said. 

Cooper defined the "Shared 
Experience," as having all sec- 
tions of UNV 100 participate. As 
part of the experience, students 
may use one textbook for the 
course and participate in activi- 
ties outside of the classroom. 

MU is not the solo institution 
offering a course of this nature. 
"Eighty percent of universities 
offer some sort of UNV 100," 
Cooper said. 

future initiatives to improve 
retention include freshmen inter- 
est groups and having a block 
schedule with certain classes 
ready for freshmen at orientation. 

"Strong coordination between 
orientation and UNV 100 is 
essential," Cooper said. "It 
should be a transition to UNV 
100 ." 

Administrators are also brain- 
storming ways to emphasize tra- 
ditions at MU. "I think we can 
incorporate the chorus and 
marching band with convoca- 
tion," Cooper said. 

Retention will be an ongoing 
effort at the university as admin- 
istrators, faculty, staff and stu- 
dents continue to battle the issue.

der, and despite this, Lucy begins 
to fall for him. This isn’t hard to 
foresee. It’s the old “good girl 
meets bad boy with heart of gold” 
cliche. Of course, at the start, they 
run into problems, and prove, as 
this movie so adamantly wants us 
to believe, that they just can’t get 
along. It isn’t hard to predict that 
the trip, and a pretty bad cover of 
Joan Jett’s “I Love Rock and Roll,” 
will bring them together again. 

It’s funny, though: it is bad 
enough that the filmmakers made 
us sit through this miserable 
excuse for a comedy. Once the trio 
reaches the West Coast, it becomes 
a miserable excuse for a drama, 
and— aside from a particularly jar- 
ring and sorrowful moment that 
gives the movie its one bit of real 
emotion— there’s a little fun to be 
had in seeing everything come 
crashing down on them. 

Lucy learns exactly why seeing 
her mother (Kim Cattrall) wasn’t 
a good idea, while Kit finds her 
boyfriend entertaining... a guest. 
It is a painful truth that ties Kit, 
Dylan, and Mimi together, how- 
ever, that deflates this moment. It 
goes from humorous to horrify- 
ing, and it results in an event too 
painful for a bubble-headed road 
trip comedy. In brief, Mimi suf- 
fers a physical trauma that causes 
her to lose her baby. This was the 
film’s one genuine shock, and the 
one time when I felt anything for 
these characters. 

It goes without saying that I 
don’t think anyone in their right 
mind should see this movie (and 
yes, I know that it reflects badly 
upon me, but I knew I was in for 
a painful experience from the 
start). The storyline is so pre- 
dictable that you can see almost 
everything coming, the dialogue 
is mediocre at best, and at worst, 
pretty far south of bad. 

Director Tamra Davis isn’t doing 
her best work here at all. She 
seems content to let all of the ele- 
ments direct themselves. As a 
result, everything seems as false 
and as plastic as Britney’s image. 
This is disappointing, because she 
also directed the energetically 
screwball comedy Half-Baked , and

given a better script and a chance 
to inject some authenticity and life 
to this picture, I know she could 
have done much better.

Mansfield University softball 
team opened the 2002 campaign 
during Spring Break when they 
traveled to North Carolina 
Central University. 

The North Carolina contest 
is the first of 10-day road trip 
that also included at least nine 
games against opponents at 
the University of West Florida 
in Pensacola. 

After reaching the ECAC 
Division II South Championship 
game in 2000, head coach Edith 
Gallagher spent much of last sea- 
son rebuilding the Mountaineer 
program. That effort could pay off 
with another playoff bid in 2002 
behind a strong core of veterans 
and a promising freshmen class. 

Now in her 11th season as 
head coach of the Mountaineers, 
Gallagher returns five starting 
veterans along with nine new- 
comers - a number of whom are 
expected to make an immediate 
impact on the program. 

Most exciting for Coach 
Gallagher is perhaps the deepest 
pitching rotation in school history. 
The Mountaineers were hampered 
last season by the lack of depth on 
the mound, but that has been 
quickly resolved with the return of 
a healthy Lindsay Dempsey and 
Liz Lyon along the addition of 
transfer Heather Bensingcr and 
freshman Alison Tagliaferri. 

A senior, Dempsey will return 
for her final campaign as the 
number one starter on the 
mound. In 18 appearances last 
season, before being sidelined by 
injury, Dempsey struck out 30 
batters while allowing only 19 
walks in posting a 6-10 record 
with a 4.26 ERA. 

Sophomore Liz Lyon is 
expected to improve on last sea- 
son’s impressive performance 
that saw her strikeout a team 
high 48 batters while posting a 
3-9 record. Lyon was the first 
freshman in Mansfield's soft- 
ball history to receive PSAC 
East Pitcher of the Week honors 
for the final week of the 2001 
regular season. 

Bensinger will be joining the 
Mountaineers after transferring from 
Penn State-Hazleton where she was a 
two-year starter and an All- 



American who never lost a game. 

A freshman, Tagliaferri will 
join the Mountaineers after the 
wrap up of her first season with the 
Mountie women's basketball team. 
An All-State pitcher last season at 
Jersey Shore High School, 
Tagliaferri is a power pitcher who 
can change speeds effectively. 

Handling the staff behind the 
plate will be senior Sarah Betke. A 
second team All Mid-Atlantic 
Regional selection last year, Betke 
topped the team in hitting with a 
.312 batting average with seven 
doubles while throwing out six 
runners. Backing up Betke will be 
freshmen Marissa Kpsydar and 
Krysti Lose. 

The strength of the infield will 
be on the corners with senior 
Kristy Lewis starting for the third 
season at first base and two-time 
All-PSAC East selection Jes 
Ricker at third. 

Lewis was third on the team in 
hitting last season with a .295 
average with a team leading eight 
doubles and 18 RBI. Lewis will 
be backed up by freshmen Jaclyn 
Laskowski and when she's not on 
the mound, Alison Tagliaferri. 
Senior Jes Ricker will return at 
third base for her third season 
with the Mounties where she’s 
earned back-to-back All-PSAC' 
East honors. One of the top- 
returning players in the confer- 
ence, Ricker sports a solid glove 
along with good stick (.297 in 
2001) and surprising power. 
Ricker will be backed up by soph- 
omore Kristi Cornelius. 

Sophomore Jessica Kirwan 
returns at second base where she 
started 26 games last season. 
Freshman Shannon McDonnell 
will also vie for a starting position 
at second base. 

The Mountaineers will miss 
four-year starter Gwen Shade at 
shortstop, but arc confident a 
pair of freshmen will be able to 
fill the bill. Sarah Deller will 
probably get the nod over Alexis 
Drebitko who is nursing a pre- 
season injury, but expected to 
return in time for the conference 
season. Deller has already dis- 
played a quickness to the ball 
and strong arm.

Flashlight Sports Writer 
Most of the Mansfield student 
body headed either home or to 
the beach for spring break last 
week while the Mountaineer 
baseball team packed up their 
equipment and new uniforms to 
open their season in Florida. 

They played 13 games over a 
10-day period. Their record to 
this point is 10-3. 

"We are expecting a good 
year. That was our main purpose 
in Florida," said coach Harry 
Hillson who is in his 16th season 



here at Mansfield. 

Hillson is a very successful 
coach in Division II play. On 
March 10, Hillson won his 
500th career game as Mansfield 
beat Tiekyo Post in Ft. Meyers, 
FL with an incredible 13-1 victo- 
ry. The team was solid during 
play and worked really hard on 
the field while in Florida. 

Last season, the Mounties tied 
for third place in the PSAC 
Eastern Division. They missed 
the play-offs with a 29-17 record. 
As we saw during "fall ball," the 
team has a bright out look. 
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The Mounties look to do well 
in conference play as 13 players 
come back this season as well as 
several valuable transfers. 

"The indications so far show 
this season will be a positive 
one," said Hillson. 

The team's pitching is 
strong with key hurlers seniors 
Greg Martin and Mike Ruth. 
Martin went 6-4 last year with 
an ERA of 3.77. 

Ruth had six complete games 
and three shutouts. Both are 
expected to carry the Mounties to 
the play-offs. Jeff Papi, John 
Cronin, and Bryan King, all soph- 
omores, pitched well as starters or 
relievers during the fall. 

Sophomore Kane Stein hopes 
to keep the opponents looking 
with his fastball and change-up. 
Junior Alan Peterman and T.J. 
Dincher, freshman, will see 
work in relief. 

"Our players are excited to 
play, "Hillson said. "We have 
many good pitchers, catchers, 
and hitters." 

Catching is another position 
the Mounties can boast about. 
Craig Barkey and Jason 
Manwaring, junior transfers, will 
mainly guard the plate. 

In the fall, Barkey robbed 50 
percent of steal attempts. D.J. 
Hoshauer and freshman Tony 
Bardzilouskas will also share 
this position. 



The infield will include jun- 
iors Brett Brown (transfer) and 
Jason Fischer will start at first 
and second base, respectively. 
Brown hit .469 with 1 1 HR 
and 79 RBI. 

Brandon Brokaw, sophomore, 
and Travis Wurster, freshman, 
will see action at shortstop. 
Wurster may play second base 
while Brokaw may be seen pitch- 
ing. Pinch runner, freshman 
Dennis McKimm, will have an 
infield position, too. 

"The team has had some real 
good practices. We hope to win 
as many games as possible," said 
Hillson. 

F.die Frame, senior, was 
third in batting last season; his 
average was .375. John Stanek, 
a sophomore, will provide 
infield back up. Doug Evans 
will be the DH or play the 
infield and outfield. 

In 2001, he was PSAC sec- 



ond team with eight stolen 
bases. Joe Visconti, senior and 
Aaron Kilgo, junior transfer, 
will play right and left field, 
respectively. During "fall ball" 
Kilgo was a threat, surprising 
fielders as he hit to every posi- 
tion.

On March 16, the Mounties 
will make their home debut of 
the season against St. Anslem 
College. 
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In his 16 seasons as head baseball 
coach at Mansfield University, 
Harry Hillson has directed his 
Mountaineers to many first. 

This past week, his team 
retuned the favor by making 
Hillson the fastest coach in 
Pennsylvania NCAA 

Collegiate history to reach the 
500-win milestone. 

With a 13-1 win over Tiekyo 
Post University Sunday morning in 
Ft. Myers, Fla., Mansfield 
University baseball coach Harry 
Hillson earned another in a long 
list of honors. 

"To be honest, it's a milestone 
that reflects how successful this 
program has been more than it 
reflects how good a coach I am, 
said Hillson as he rushed to catch a 
plane back to Pennsylvania alter the 
game improving to a 10-3 record to 
start the season. 

"Dr. John Heaps started the tra- 
dition of outstanding baseball at 
Mansfield in the 1970s and 1980s 
and I consider myself the caretaker 
of the tradition he started. We've 
had a lot of great players come 
through here over the years, and 
they've been drawn to Mansfield 
because of that tradition. I'm 
proud to be a part of it, and I'm 
pleased to have been here for 500 
wins. But - to he honest - I'd feel a 
lot better if were talking about 
winning a PSAC or NCAA 
Championship today." 

Hillson, who has served as the 
head coach for the Mountaineers 
since 1987, won his 500th game 
just 13 games into his 16th sea- 
son and the 764 game of his 
coaching career. 

To put the accomplishment into 
prospective, if the Mountaineers

played a 162 game regular season as 
in the Major Leagues, Hillson's 
winning percentage (.654) would 
translate into 105 wins each year. 

In contrast it took Art Fairchild, 
the winningest baseball coach in 
Pennsylvania NCAA Division II 
history, 24 seasons at Shippensburg 
University to reach the 500 win 
milestone in 1990. Fairchild posted 
a 662-360-8 mark at Shippensburg 
from 1966-1995. 

James "Skip" Wilson of Temple 
University has a 952-710-27 record 
over 43 years with the Owls - the 
most coaching wins in Pennsylvania 
collegiate baseball history. 

Hillson hit the milestone in the 
least amount of time (beginning of 
his 1 6th season) of any coach in 
Pennsylvania collegiate history. 

Pennsylvania has more collegiate 
baseball programs than any state 
with the exception of California. 

Hillson recorded his first colle- 
giate victory with a 1 2-9 win over 
Manhattan College to start the 
1987 season. He got number 100 



with a 4-0 shutout over 
Bloomsburg University; number 
200 also come over Bloomsburg 
by an 8-0 shutout during the 1993 
season. His 300th win was an 1 1- 
2 victory over East Stroudsburg 
University in 1995 while number 
400 came in an 8-2 win over West 
Chester University during the 
1998 campaign. 

His 500-263-1 mark ranks 
among 28th in wins among active 
NCAA Division II coaches and he 
ranks 22nd among active Division II 
coaches in winning percentage. Hillson 
is just the second catch in PSAC history 
to reach 500 wins and is the wi n n i ngest 
coach among active PSAC coaches. 

The Mountaineers have been 
the most successful program in the 
Pennsylvania State Athletic 
Conference since Hillson became 
the head coach in 1987. 

During his tenure, the 
Mountaineers have achieved 



many first. In 1992 they became 
the first and only northern school 
to play in the NCAA Division II 
Championship game where they 
finished the season as the nation- 
al runner-up after an 1 1-8 loss to 
the University of Tampa in the 
title game. 

In 1995, Mansfield became the 
first and only school to be ranked 
#1 in the nation in the Collegiate 
Baseball/NCAA Division II 
National Division II poll. 

The Mountaineers have also 
been first in the NCAA Division II 
- which contains 224 teams - in 
team batting average (1994 - .371), 
home runs (1995 - 97) and field 
percentage (1992 - .969 per- 
cent). They were also the first 
and only team to win four 
straight PSAC Championships 
(1992-1995). 

Mansfield has appeared in 
the NCAA National Baseball Poll 
every season since 1992. 



Since arriving at Mansfield, 
Hillson as coached two Verizon 
Academic All-Americans, 14 post- 
season All-Americans, 50 All- 
Region selection along with a host 
of All-Conference selections. In 
addition, 14 of his players have 
entered the professional ranks. 

Prior to his arrival at Mansfield, 
Hillson attended SUNY-Cortland 
where he was named to the All- 
SUNYAC team for three consecu- 
tive seasons. 

He posted a .400 career batting 
average at Cortland and hit .469 
his junior season. Following his 
graduation in 1983 with a degree in 
physical education, 

Hillson was signed by the New 
York Yankees where he played for 
one season at the Class A level 
before coming to Mansfield as an 
assistant coach. He earned his 
Masters in Fklucation from 
Mansfield University in 1984.

While television sets around the 
world were tuned into the Winter 
Olympics in Salt Lake City, 
Mansfield University's Josh Duvall 
had a first hand look at the action. 
Duvall, an MU broadcasting 
major, recently completed his 
internship with NBC at the 
Winter Olympics and will 
graduate in May. 

He worked in the tape library in 
the International Broadcasting 
Center where his responsibility 
was to locate tapes for the 
Olympic broadcast. 

"My responsibility was to look up 
the video information, find the 
tape and to tell the archive unit 
manager if it was restricted," 
Duvall said. "Some companies 
hold certain rights to tapes." 

With two months straight of 
working 12-hour days, it was 
quite the learning experience. 1 
learned a lot about what it takes to 
work in a large-scale live produc- 
tion," Duvall said. 

Tense moments are not out of the 
question when producing the 
Winter Olympics on NBC' for an 
audience of over one billon people. 
"Occasionally there were tense 
moments when a tape had to be 
on the air in 10 minutes," Duvall 
said. "Things were tense but we 
handled it well." 

When the American snowboard- 
ers swept the medal ceremony, 
Duvall was there, bundled up in 
warm clothing provided by NBC. 



In the wake of the Sept. 1 1 terror- 
ist attacks, security was a major 
issue at the event but it is also the 
memory that will remain with him 
forever. "Security was very, very 
tight," Duvall said. "I went 
through two metal detectors to 
get to the 1BC." 

It was not only metal detectors 
that played a part in the security 
efforts. "There were men in full 
army gear carrying M-I6s," 
Duvall said. "You'd look up in 
the air and see six helicopters cir- 
cling constantly." 

Duvall carried numerous identi- 
fication badges that he would pres- 
ent to security officers as part of the 
safety measures, including separate 
security passes for different venues. 
"They closed off five blocks, 
totally fenced off with huge 
tents with metal detectors set 
up," Duvall said. 

Duvall stressed the importance of 
his experience. "I think it's a per- 
fect ending to a university career 
and be a part of history," Duvall 
said. "An internship is very impor- 
tant, it gets you into the real world 
to see what things are really like." 

Duvall was one of nearly 4,000 
people working behind the scenes 
at the Winter Olympics; a num- 
ber he says is still a low' estima- 
tion. Among the many staff 
members were NBC’. Project 
Engineer Rob Weigand, a 1995 
MU graduate and Nate Clark, 
NBC videotape archivist and 
1999 MU graduate. Both are full- 
time NBC’ employees.

There are only four levels, and

There's a reason Rockstar has man- 
dated that all retailers check ID 
when selling this game, folks. 

But for college students, that 
shouldn't be a problem. We just 
want a little mindless carnage to 
vent between classes. "State of 
Emergency delivers it in ample 
helpings, and asks us with the widest 
grin, if we're ready for seconds.

Another issue with this is the 
fact that we are at the mercy of the company when it comes to the features and setup of the website. 

Secondly, the primary purpose of our e-mail edition is for people who cannot obtain a print copy, such as alumni 
and friends of the university. Unfortunately, CollegePublisher requires users to sign up for the e-mail edition. 

Also, the Flashlight was not published on Feb. 20. The Fbishlight that was due to be released on Feb. 13 mysteri- 
ously disappeared from the stands before 7 a. m. that day. This is still under investigation, but similar “pranks ” occurred 
at Temple and Kloomsburg University around this time.

In high school she was a long 
distance runner for the cross coun- 
try team but converted to race 
walking as she received a scholar- 
ship to the University of Wisconsin 
at Parkside. 

After graduating with a BA in 
Flnglish and discovering her athlet- 
ic ability for race walking Rohl 
became pregnant with her first 
child, Molly. Later that year she 
placed third at the 1992 Olympic 
Trials moving her into position to 
be on the 1992 U.S. Olympic Race- 
Walking Team, held in Barcelona. 

Rohl finished with an impres- 
sive twentieth place finish out of 
fifty, being the only American 
Women Race Walker. While she 
was in the Olympics encouraging 
friends and supported her all the 
way. 

After the Olympics Rohl, her 
husband, Michael Rohl, and 
daughter Molly did an MCI phone 
commercial where her recognition 
and respect grew as a race walker. 

"My whole life was a camping 
trip," said Rohl. 

A year later Rohl had her seco lid 
child, Sebastian.

3rd Maxey lecture 
features Tamilia

A crowd of about 1 50 gathered on 
Thursday in the North Manser 
Dining Hall to attend the third 
George W. Maxey Lecture. The 
annual event honors students in 
the fields of social work and crimi- 
nal justice administration and is 
held in tribute of Mansfield 
University graduate and former 
Chief Justice of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court, George Maxey. 

Maxey was a Mansfield student in 
the early twentieth century, became 
the district attorney of Lackawanna 
County and was later a member of 
the PA Supreme Court. 

According to Gale Largey of the 
social work, anthropology and soci- 
ology department, Maxey was "a 
young man driven by a determina- 
tion and dream to become involved 
in law and justice." 

This year's program, which fea- 
tured Senior Judge Patrick R. 
Tamilia of the Superior Court of 
Pennsylvania as a keynote speaker, 
focused on children’s rights and the 
juvenile justice system. Tamilia has 
extensive experience in juvenile jus- 
tice and has been a child supervisor 
in the Allegheny County 
Detention Home in Pittsburgh, as 



well as director of the Domestic 
Relations Division of Allegheny 
County and a judge in the Juvenile 
Court of Common Pleas in 
Allegheny County. According to 
Judge John Leete of Potter 
County, Lam ilia has also taught 
for 30 years at Duquense 
University School of Law. 

"The juvenile justice system 
rarely in equilibrium and suffers 
from trends of overkill, either in 
the direction of leniency or punish- 
ment," wrote Tamilia in an essay 
titled "Insearch of Juvenile 
Justice: From Star Chamber to 
Criminal Court." 

Award winners include Criminal 
Justice Administration Senior of 
the Year Alissa Shreck, Social Work 
Senior of the Year Matt Poll, Irene 
Bouchard, USA Today Award and 
E,rin Crowell, Daniel Kasambira 
Scholarship Award.

11. Be sure to sign up for 090 Algebra and 090 English if you have deficiencies. 

12. Keep your pin number; look at your course schedule and transcript record on WebAdvisor. Keep 
track of what you need to take and what you have taken.

Last semester, Mansfield 
University English professor Tom 
Caulfield started a fundraising 
project to help the families of two 
close friends who tragically 
died in the World Trade Center 
Sept. 1 1 attacks. 

With the help of various stu- 
dents, teachers and stores, he 
raised money to aid the families 
of Joe Holland and Damian 
Meehan, both 32. The money 
goes toward trust funds and 
college funds for the chil- 
dren of both men. 

Holland had one son, born just 
ten days earlier on September 1. 
Meehan had two children, a son, 
and just recently, his wife gave 
birth to a baby girl. 

"I grew up with these guys," 
said Caulfield. "I went to school 
with them. We stayed in touch 
and visited as much as possible." 

Instead of just donating money 
to a foundation, Caulfield wanted 
to get directly involved. With the 
help of students in his UNV 100 
class, as well as Dr. Lou Brown's 
UNV 100 class, Caulfield decid-

ed to adopt these two families for 
a community service project. 

They put together a concert, a 
bowl-a-thon, and a racquetball 
tournament and brought in 
$2,000 for the two families. 

Also, Phi Beta Lambda sent 
$400 worth of gifts to the 
Holland family for Christmas. 

Caulfield visited New York a 
couple of times immediately after 
the disaster, trying to find ways 
to help and to find more infor- 
mation on his friends. 
Chillingly, he saw a "missing" 
poster with one of his friends 
on it. It was one of thousands 
taped up all over the city. 

"People even taped them on 
parked cars," he said. 
"Everywhere you looked, there 
were posters of missing people." 

Caulfield personally knew 
over 25 people killed on

looked for loved ones with 

Sept. 11, while more than 
100 people died from his 
home area of Inwood, locat- 
ed in New York City. 

"It's hard for people to 
comprehend, the neighbor- 
hood has been devastated," 
he said. "Friends really 
become your family."

Special to The Flashlight 
Three Mansfield University stu- 
dents recently traveled to Toledo, 
OH to present a research project 
sponsored by Sigma Theta 1'au 
International, a nursing honors 
society at the Fifth Annual 
Nursing Research Day. 

Last April three juniors took 
Helen Biblehimer's nursing 
research class. For one of their 
projects they had to do an 
abstract project. The class was 
divided into groups. Charles 
Moore Jr., Diane Kresfsky, 
and Leah Crawford were 
in one group. 

They measured the effect of 
crossing legs when taking blood 
pressure. The students had to 



find participants. The qualifica- 
tions to be a participant were you 
could not be on any medication 
and you must have normal blood 
pressure. The students found 
sixty participants. Each partici- 
pant had to sit quietly for five 
minutes before being tested. 
The participants were divided 
into two groups. 

One of the groups was tested 
with their feet flat first and then 
with the legs crossed. The other 
group was rested with legs 
crossed first and then with feet 
flat on the floor. 

From the research project they 
found that it made no difference 
the order how they took the par- 
ticipants blood pressure that it 
was always elevated when the legs 



were crossed. 

Helen Bibiehimer received an 
email from Sigma 1 beta Iau in 
December informing her about a 
Nursing Research Day. She 
thought that of her students that 
did the research project on the 
affect blood pressure measure- 
ment and contacted them. 1 hey 
submitted the project and were 
chosen to come and present 
their there project. 

This is a wonderful honor 
to have their research proj- 
ect accepted in a profession- 
al Nursing Research Day,' 
said Bibiehimer.

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Mansfield Historian Chet Bailey

Chester P. Bailey has written sever- 
al historical books about Mansfield, 
but he is much more than just a 
local historian. 

Born April 29, 1912, Bailey will 
be 90 years of age at the end of this 
month. In his life time Bailey has 
owned his own business, served in 
the military, and will have been 
married for 62 years in June. 

Bailey graduated from Mansfield 
High School in 1921, and moved 
on to receive a degree in graphic 
design from Mansfield University 
which was then known as the 
Mansfield State Teacher's school. 
While enrolled in college Bailey 
worked for the Mansfield 
Advertiser until he learned the 
printing trade and moved on to 
the Mansfield Gazette. 

After school he taught at the 
Eastern Jr. High School in 
Louisville, Kentucky until being 
called into service during WW1I as 
a Second Lieutenant. Throughout 
this time he taught at a Quarter 
Master School in Philadelphia, and 
he also worked 5 years as the Chief 



of a US Army printing plant at 
Camp Lee, in St. Petersburg, Fla. 

After his service was up he 
returned to Peabody College to 
head up their Graphic Arts 
Department. It was while he was 
teaching here that he was contacted 
by one of his army friends who was 
calling on behalf of American 
Airlines. They wanted Bailey to set 
up a plant in New York City 
because when they wanted NY 
printers to do printing for them 
they could be charged any random 
price, so they needed him to set up 
a ground basis for printing there. 

He and his wife Mary lived on 
Long Island for 2 years, but when 
they decided that New York was no 
place to raise children they moved 
back to Mansfield in 1949. T hey 
have lived here ever since. Here 
they bought interest, and later 
bought out, Mansfield 
Advertising. 

Bailey ran the company for 25 
years until he sold it to the 
Wellsboro Gazette. Mary served as 
his editor-in-chief. 

Nowadays Bailey is writing histor- 
ical books about Mansfield; many of 
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which have been advertised on cam- 
pus. He has written Mansfield Men 
in the 7th Pennsylvania Calvary , and 
Mountaineers Company H of the 10 1st 
Infantry, a book about a company of 
soldiers who were all raised in 
Mansfield, and The Great Mansfield 
Fair which discusses the first night 
football game and other such events. 

Bailey doubts that he will write 
many mote books because the 
cost is so great, but he has recent- 
ly written a short story about Asa 
Man, the founder of Mansfield, 
which will be available shortly in 
North Hall Library. 

"I've always done what I liked 
best and that is printing," noted 
Bailey. "I've stayed with it all my 
life." 

So if you get the chance stop 
by North Hall and pick up a 
copy of one of Bailey’s books 
and while you are there make 
sure to check out the large wall 
plaque in the community room 
of North Hall. Bailey helped to

McLean Mix brings new ideas to MU

It was definitely something 
Id never seen before. 

On the screen in front of me was a 
picture of a flowing stream, with 
images of an icicle superimposed. 
Gradually the stream faded until only 
the icicle was left, then there was the 
stream again, running straight 
through the middle of the icicle. 

Sound different? That one 
word about explains it. 

The McLean Mix, a husband- 
and-wife team, visited Steadman 
Theatre on April 1 and 2 to per- 
form their works, “Jewels of 
January,” “MlI.Ling in the 
EN1UM,” “Autumn Requiem” 
and “RAINFOREST.” 

“Jewels of January” was the first 
work, the one with the icicles and 



the stream. It was written by 
Priscilla McLean. While the images 
were on the screen, music —in the 
loosest sense of the word— was play- 
ing in the background. Discordant 
bells and chimes rang out, and an 
undercurrent of violins that sound- 
ed like humming insects droned on 
and on. There was clanking and a 
sound chillingly akin to wailing. 
The sound was dizzying and 
cacophonic, and frankly, it gave me 
a headache. The audio was also 
turned up way too loud, which 
probably contributed to that. 

The next piece, “MlI.Ling in the 
IONIUM,” was written by Priscilla 
and Barton McLean, and was a col- 
lage of music and film clips from 
the past 200 years. This explanation 
confused me, because the methods 
to record picture and music haven’t 
been around for 2000 years, but I 



ignored that discrepancy and tried 
to keep an open mind. 

The problem with the video was 
that the McLeans like to use a tech- 
nique in which one picture has a 
“hole” in it and another picture 
comes through. They rook this to 
excess in this piece —at times, there 
were so many images on the screen 
that I couldn’t tell what was what. 

The music gave a similar effect. 
It was layered so that there were 
always two or more pieces play- 
ing at once. My ears perked up 
when 1 heard strains of a famil- 
iar Bach fugue, but unfortunate- 
ly it was muddied by another 
song playing on top of it. 

My head spun —it was too much 
for the brain to comprehend. My 
eyes strained from trying to see 
what was going on in the visual 
department while my ears ached 



to hear just one song by itself. 
The headache got worse. 

The last pi' :e was entitled, 
“Autumn Requiem,” and was half a 
tribute to the victims of September 
1 1 and half a tribute to autumn. 
The visuals in this piece were stun- 
ning —windswept trees, a leaf float- 
ing in the river with tiny swirls 
coming off each tip, water skeeters 
gliding across a surface as smooth 
as glass. At one point the camera 
zoomed in on a tree waving with 
leaves so brilliantly red and yellow I 
at first thought it was on fire. 

In contrast to these calming 
images, the music was incredi- 
bly.. .not. Priscilla was singing, 
reciting Thoreau’s poetry and play- 
ing several instruments, while 
Barton played a few instruments 
and ran the mixing board. He pro- 
grammed it so Priscilla’s voice 
echoed over and over until I could- 
n’t tell what she was saying. 

The piece in and of itself wasn’t 
bad until it hit the twenty-minute 
mark. I’m sorry, but that’s way too 
long for a single piece of music. The 
images started repeating themselves, 
and they started doing that holey 
picture thing again. I don’t know 
why, but I really didn’t like that. 

It wasn’t all bad. The cinematog- 
raphy in this whole program 



reminded me very much of 
American Beauty. It was incredible 
to see someone pay so much atten- 
tion to a water skeeter when most 
people just try to drown them or 
hit them with stones. Priscilla said 
she spent two hours bending over 
without a tripod to lean on, film- 
ing leaves on the stream that ran 
through the mountains where she 
and Barton were hiking. The 
attention to detail was wonderful, 
but unfortunately the effect was 
often ruined by the superimposi- 
tion of other images. 

All in all, it was a case of trying 
to do too much all at once. I 
appreciate the complexities of 
technology and how new develop- 
ments affect music and visuals, but 
too much technology can be as 
bad as not having enough. 

1 didn’t attend “RAINFOREST” 
the next day because it promised to 
be similar to the events of the night 
before. Maybe I’m just a close- 
minded person when it comes to 
new forms of music, but I talked to 
many students who had the same 
feelings as I do about this program. 

The pieces were definitely heart- 
felt, and it was clear the McLeans 
put a lot of work into their efforts. 

1 commend them for that. I just 
wish I would have enjoyed it more.

Disney's Tron was never the best 
movie, but it was still an impor- 
tant movie nonetheless. An 
important milestone in the histo- 
ry of computer animation in film, 
Iron made movies like Jurassic 
Park, Final Fantasy: The Spirits 
Within, and The Matrix possible. 
In fact, one could say that Tron is 
probably one of the most impor- 
tant technical cinematic achieve- 
ments of the last twenty years. 

So when reviewing a movie of such 
importance, I'm really torn. On one 
hand, you have a movie that opened 
the door for wider use of CGI (com- 
puter-generated imagery) in films. On 
the other hand, you have a movie that- 
as a movie-misses a little more than it 
hits with its story and dialogue. 

Tron is the story of Kevin Flynn 
(Jeff Bridges), a top computer pro- 
grammer at ENCOM who left his 
job after his almost completely 
amoral boss, Ed Dillinger (David 
Warner), stole his ideas. Flynn wants 
to hack into the company's system 
to find the evidence he needs to get 
the credit he deserves for the games 
he designed. Dillinger, however, has 
other plans, and his Master Control 
Program digitizes Flynn into its 
"game grid" to fight lor his life as an 
electronic gladiator. 

It's an interesting premise, but 
the story never really becomes more 
than a giant video game of cat and 
mouse across the digital landscape. 
Flynn meets a fellow gladiator 
named Ram (Dan Shor), a security 
program called Tron (Babylon 5's 
Bruce Boxleitner, who also plays 
Flynn’s rival-turned-ally, Alan 
Bradley) and Iron's lover Yori 
(Cindy Morgan), who aid him in 
his flight from the grid. As it turns 
out, the Master Control Program is 
out to conquer the world, and our 
heroes have to stop him at all costs. 

In the end, it's really just an 
update of The Wizard of Oz set 
inside a computer. Flynn meets 
characters who look just like his 
friends and colleagues, and learns 
how to become a hero in order to 
save both the digital world and 
his own, and to get back home. 
There are some interesting con- 
cepts introduced, such as the pro- 
grams' belief in their users as reli- 



gious figures, but those are short- 
ly ditched in favor of a straight- 
forward adventure tale. 

1 could go on about the storyline s 
weaknesses, but the film's strength 
isn't its story. Tron is memorable 
mainly for its unique visuals and 
groundbreaking special effects, and 
thanks to the new collector's edition 
DVD, the film looks incredible. I 
remember watching it before on tele- 
vision, only to be unimpressed by a 
muddy, nearly unwatchable print. 
Here, the digital world it portrays is as 
bright and colorful as it has ever been. 

Many of the film's cyberspace 
scenes were actually shot in black 
and white, and then colorized later 
to create the glowing effects on cer- 
tain sets and all of the costumes. 
Some of the most memorable 
scenes were almost completely 
computer-generated (such as the 
light cycle chase), while a few were 
hand-drawn. All in all, the efforts 
of all involved created a visually 
stunning film, and possibly the first 
movie to actively ponder the idea of 
cyberspace as a three-dimensional, 
adventure-filled world. 

Many directors tend to fall short 
when handling effects-driven fea- 
tures, but director Steven 
Lisberger keeps things moving at a 
steady clip. It's paced well enough, 
especially once Flynn is digitized. 
From there, he hurls one visual 
marvel after another at the viewer. 

As colorful as the world is, it's also 
eerie and somewhat forbidding. 
Much of the credit for that goes to 
composer Wendy Carlos, whose 
unconventional score-a hybrid of 
orchestral fanfare and synthesizers- 
adds a darker, somewhat unsettling 
aura to the action scenes and chase 
sequences (except for the light cycle 
chase, which went un-scored; an 
alternate version with music is 
included on the disc). 

Iron isn't badly acted either. Jeff 
Bridges makes a credible everyman- 
turned-clectronic hero, and David 
Warner shows much restraint as 
Dillinger. However, it is as the 
MCP's enforcer Sark, that Warner 
begins to chew some scenery. He's 
cold and sadistic, and shines even 
when faced with horrid dialogue. 

For those watching the collec- 
tor's edition DVD, there are spe- 
cial features aplenty, from full 



audio commentary to behind-the- 
scenes documentaries to numer- 
ous theatrical and I V trailers 
(including a promotional reel cre- 
ated for a trade show), with delet- 
ed and alternate scenes and an 
extensive photo gallery as well. I 
found it well worth the purchase. 

Despite its formulaic storyline 
and substandard dialogue, I found 
Tron to be enjoyable nonetheless. 
It could have been a weak action- 
adventure, but thanks to its 
unique visual style, groundbreak- 
ing effects, and engaging action 
scenes, as well as a wonderfully 



produced DVD, this new 20th 
anniversary release deserves at the 
very least a rental and a weekend 
of spare time to take everything in.

As bright as it is, Rouge 
City is also seamy and gritty,- and 
Spielberg doesn’t tone it down, to 
his credit.

The flooded city is an 
absolute visual marvel, filled with 
skyscrapers-tu rued -waterfalls and 
canals where once there were 
streets. As astonishing as this vision 
may be, it is also a chilling sight, 
especially in recent times. 

1 he good news is that A. I. is a 
solid film for the most part, 
strengthened by its leads, 1 aw and 
Haley Joel Osment. Law, as dis- 
cussed above, is sleek, slippery, and 
incredibly smooth. Osment is mar- 
velous as well, being one of the only 
child actors today willing to take 
what could he the average cute kid 
role and inject a great deal of depth 
into it. Sure, David is bright-eyed 
and personable, but he is also sin- 
gle-minded and determined to the 
point of obsession to regain his 
mother's love, and Osment conveys 
these qualities extremely well. 
Anyone expecting a repeat of his 
Sixth Sense turn will be surprised. 

Yet, even with the above going for 
it, A. I. has strikes against it as well. 



Most obvious is the ending, an 
obviously Spielberg-like touch, 
loaded with his trademark senti- 
mentality. I won't say what hap- 
pens, but 1 will say that there is a 
point where it seemed the film was 
about to end. Many people, includ- 
ing myself, feel it should have ended 
there. You’ll know what I mean. 

But even more than that, while 
A. I. begs the question of whether 
or not a robot can love, it hinges 
this focal point on an aspect that is 
preprogrammed from the begin- 
ning. David's love is not like that 
of a human's love-while it is 
unconditional, it is focused main- 
ly on the person who performs the 
imprinting. And to go one further, 
his love is a program in the first 
place. Honestly, if David had 
been possessed of an advanced, 
almost human consciousness, 
wouldn't he be able to feel for 
himself without a parental figure 
having to "activate" the emotion? 

Still, a thought like that can serve 
to spark discussion, which is a good 
trait of A. I. Unfortunately, while it 
is a very good movie, and much 
darker than the usual Spielberg 
summer blockbuster ( Saving 
Private Ryan aside), its ending loses 
the edge that would have made it a 
great movie.

Believe it or not, Pennsylvania 
roads and highways have been 
dramatically improving over 
recent years. The Pennsylvania 
[Department of Transportation 
(commonly known as PEN- 
NQOT) has been working hard 
to change road conditions 
throughout the state. 

PENNDOT's overall mission 
is to provide a transportation 
system that not only meets but 
also exceeds the expectations of 
its customers. PENNDOT 
maintains approximately 

40.000 miles of highways and 

26.000 bridges, which makes it 
the fourth largest highway sys- 
tem in the United States. PEN- 
NDOT is bigger than New 
York, New Jersey and all of 
New England - combined! 

PENNDOT has divided 
Pennsylvania up into 12 differ- 
ent districts. The department 
employs around 12,000 
employees and, according to 
the 2001 Governor's Work 
Force report, the average salary 
for a PENNDOT employee is 
$35,025. 

According to a survey con- 
ducted in 2001 of the state’s 
civil engineers, 37 percent of 
Pennsylvania's major roads are 
in fair or poor condition. A 
good statistic from the 
American Society of Civil 
Engineers (ASCE) states that 
each motorist spends approxi- 
mately $219 a year on repair 
costs due to driving on poor 
conditions; that comes to a 
total of $1.9 billion a year. The 
ASCE also estimates that 30 
percent of all traffic fatalities 
are due to road conditions. 

It is widely known that 
Pennsylvania had the worst 
highways in the country. From 
1991-1998, Overdrive maga- 
zine, which is associated with 
the trucking industry, ranked 
Pennsylvania the worst state for 
roads. However, since the 
beginning of Governor Ridge's 
term in office, things have 
turned around for the better. 
According to Dave Krisanda, 
Public Relations Coordinator 
in District 4, PENNDOI has 
established a policy of 
"Maintenance First" which

Child sex abuse is not 
only a Catholic Problem

With the highly publicized problems in Boston, and around the country, 
of sexual misconduct within the Catholic Church some important ques- 
tions are raised. 

How could Cardinal Bernard Law simply move a molesting priest from 
one parish to another? More importantly, how could the Boston 
Archdiocese settle so many abuse cases and keep them quiet? 

This is all starting to snowball into such an ordeal that the Pope has 
called a meeting with all of the U.S. Cardinals at the Vatican. There are 
currently 86 people suing the Boston Archdiocese in regards to a former 
priest, John Geoghan, who has been accused of child molestation. At this 
point there are church officials in Boston, New York and Palm Beach 
being asked to step down, or have already done so in connection with 
cases of sexual abuse. 

But this is not only a problem in the Catholic Church. Yes, there have 
been mistakes made in the handling of some of the cases. This is an evil that 
has been part of religions, not specifically the Catholic faith for many years. 

For example, there was such a problem with Satanists and child sex 
abuse that in 1992 the FBI created a document explaining protocol for 
finding cases. There was an estimated 50,000 children being abused here. 

Between the years of 1985-1994 there was also a great controversy 
within the Mormon faith with similar allegations of sexual misconduct, 
resulting in many civil suits. 

( Currently, an elder of the Jehovah’s Witness faith is serving an 1 1 -year 
sentence after being convicted of molesting a young boy. In 2001 a sim- 
ilar case was uncovered and is still in progress. 

The point that 1 am trying to make is that this is not only a problem 
of the Catholic Church. In fact, this is not a problem of any faith, rather 
a dysfunction of human nature. 

According to Fred Berlin, director of the National Institute for the 
Study, Prevention and Treatment of Sexual Trauma, there is no correlation 
showing that sexual abuse occurs more often in the church than anywhere 
else in society. He notes that most of the controversy arises because put 
priests on a higher standard than the average child molester. 

In an interview with CNN’s Paula Zahn, Rev. Stephen Rossetti, a 
priest/ psychologist, he made reference to the fact that only 1.6 to 2.0 per- 
cent of priests in the Catholic Church at some time perform acts of 
pedophilia. He then remarked that this is less than the incidence of sex- 
ual abuse of minors in society as a whole. Another interesting point that 
he made is that most of the abuse cases do not come out until years later. 
This makes it so they can not be prosecuted. So there is no legal basis to 
punish the offenders. 

Once again, I would just like to reiterate the fact that this is not a 
problem that only affects Catholics. There are over 40,000 priests in 
this country and as in many cases, the actions of a few spoil the identi- 
ty of a whole. I have been a Catholic for 22 years and have never had 
any experience with a priest or any other church figure in which I have 
felt any discomfort.

Board of Governors adopts 
new graduation requirements 



der of the curriculum may consist 
of course work related to the stu- 
dent’s major, advanced course work 
in the liberal arts or sciences or 
electives. 

At least 40 percent ol the total 
baccalaureate degree requirements 
must consist of upper level, 
advanced con rsework. 

With more than 98,600 students, 
the State System of Higher 
Education is the largest provider ol 
higher education in the 
Commonwealth. Its 14 universi- 
ties offer more than 250 degree and 
certificate programs in more than 
120 areas of study. More than 
360,000 System alumni live and 
work in Pennsylvania. 

The state-owned universities are 
Bloomsburg, California, Cheyney, 
Clarion, East Stroudsburg, 
Edinboro, Indiana, Kutztown, l ock 
Haven, Mansfield, Millersville, 
Shippensburg, Slippery Rock and 
West Chester Universities of 
Pennsylvania. The System also 
operates branch campuses in 
Clearfield, Kittanning, Oil City 
and Punxsutawney and several 
regional centers, including the 
Dixon University Center in 
Harrisburg and the University 
Center for Southwest Pennsylvania 
in Pittsburgh.

be required to earn 120 credits to ini 
graduate under a new policy adopt- rel 
ed by the Board of Governors. 

Students who earn 15 credits per wi 
semester - in most cases, by taking 
five courses - will be able to gradu- 
ate in four years. 

Most State System universities 
currently require students to earn 
up to 128 credits to earn a bac- 
calaureate degree. Students in some 
majors must earn even more 
because of special degree require- 
ments. Provisions in the new policy 
allow universities to require addi- 
tional credits for graduation under 
ce rtai n ci rcu ms tances . 

The uniform graduation require- 
ment was adopted at the recom- 
mendation of the university presi- 
dents, "to ensure greater consisten- 
cy among requirements in similar 
fields of study and to enhance 
intra-System collaboration and 
transferability, as well as timely 

graduation. The presidents are in 

full support of this recommenda- 
tion," said Edinboro University of 
Pennsylvania President Frank G. 

Pogue Jr., addressing the Board 
prior to its vote. "It is in the best 
interest of students." Pogue chairs 
the State System's Commission of 
Presidents. Chancellor Judy G. 

Hample also endorsed the change, 
saying it will ensure a rigorous set 
of graduation requirements for all 
students, while enhancing their 
opportunity to complete their 
degree in four years. "This is a 
tremendous benefit for students, 

Hample said. Students will contin- 
ue to be required to complete both 
a general education program, as 
well as a full complement of cours- 
es in their major area of study. 

The 120-credit requirement will

truth to them. "Our residence hall 
master plan calls for the construc- 
tion of apartments. The plans 
were made last year, but we just 
have to figure out how to go about 
making those plans a reality. 
Bronn said that those plans will 
not come into effect this summer. 
Building plans and design take a 
long time to complete and tweak. 

As far as academic buildings, 
Belknap is done for the most part, 
but the link between Belknap and 
Retan should be finished this 
summer. Renovations on Retan 
will be done by the end of the 
summer and roofs will be put on 
Straughn and Butler. Manser will 
be going through some minor 
construction, mainly the sewer 
lines. According to a projects 
update in March, we can also look 
forward to more construction in 
Manser to "provide for an addi- 
tional dining venue." 1 his should 
be expected this summer and over 
the fall semester. 

Overall, the cost of redoing the 
residence halls alone will be about 
$30 million over the next six 
years! The renovations of the aca.-. 
demic buildings are expected to 
be a little over $40 million.

The two men currently live in 
Manhattan. They have been a cou- 
ple for eight and a half long years. 
When walking past these two gen- 
tlemen, you would never expect 
them to be of a homosexual nature. 

Beginning the pro- 
gram, they talked 
about stereotypes 
and how the issue of 
gays is difficult for 
many to deal with 
due to a struggle 
with values. They 
also talked about various words 
used in everyday language that peo- 
ple use to refer to gays and lesbians. 
This is where the program got 
humorous. 

Leipold commented that he 
prefers the words “gay” and “les- 
bian” to their counterpart slang 
words: “These two words display 
empowerment to me.” 

Bertolino also mentioned that he 
hates the word “straight." 

“The word straight implies that 
the rest of us are crooked,” he said. 

The program continued with 
Leipold and Bertolino both giving 
their separate stories on their lives. 
Bertolino talked of how he “came 
out” and that everyone had already 
known he was gay. Leipold told his 
story of the torture he used to go 
through due to his “being differ- 
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A touch of humor was added 
when Bertolino told everyone that 
his dad, after learning of his sexual- 
ity, said to him, “Don’t worry son, 
there are plenty of swordfish in the

sea. 

Near the end of the night’s events, 
there was a discussion of legal issues 
dealing with homo- 
sexuality. An inter- 
esting fact is that 
only seven states in 
the United States 
protect gays’ rights. 
The other 43 states 
do not. 

Due to these 
issues, gays may be denied everyday 
things that you and I may take for 
granted. This includes being 
refused a seat at a restaurant, being 
removed from a mall, or being 
denied a job. In closing, Leipold 
and Bertolino made it clear that 
they are merely asking for equal 
rights, not special rights. 

The pair gives a vareity of presen- 
tations dealing with their sexual 
orientation, mostly on college cam- 
puses. Their programs are designed 
get todays college students think- 
ing about important “community 
issues” such as diversity apprecia- 
tion and homophobia/heterosex- 
ism. 

This presentation was very comi- 
cal and intellectual. It surely 
increased appreciation for the 
diversity in our community.
